ſcandalous / Accounts thereof. Thoſe who are

1 there be only a Dyſury with a ſimple Run- 
ning, of good Colour and Condition, in as good 
a Ebi and a regular Patient, the Caſe promiſeth 
well for an eaſy and ſpeedy Cure. A late Writer 
hereupon acquaints us, in his firſt Edition, that 
the latter the Symptoms appear, the greater is 
the Virulency; in his ſecond, he ſays, the ſooner 
they appear, the Virulency is greateſt; and both 


theſe Poſitions are advanced as Corollaries from the 


ſame Lemma, like ſome other, I muſt acknowledge 
as to myſelf, ſeeming Inconfiſtencies in that learn- 
ed Man's Diſcourſe.

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Vet all theſe, with diligent Care and a ſound 
Judgment, may be overcome, and the Patient re- 
ſtor d to a Health again; if it were his 
firſt eſpecially, or perhaps his ſecond Miſhap of 
this Kind. But let no one think himſelf (how- 
ever the more modiſh or gallant Man) the more 
like to be ſound or compleat in his Health for his 
repeated Follies of this Nature, leſt finding him- 
ſelf decciv'd, he repent too late. For tis moſt 
certain, that neither this Diſeaſe, nor yet its Re- 
medies, were ever found to improve a Conſtitu- 
tion, or to change it otherwiſe, than from a ſound,

Men e- But farther : The Infection itſelf is oftentimes 
Jung.  obſery'd to ſpread faſter in Men than Women, con- 
men, and to what ſome Authors have laid down ; be- 
Lonercured. ule the Genitals of theſe latter are better de- 
5 fended by the Deluge of Humours uſually drain- 
ing off that way; and in ſome of whom this 
Poiſon lies therefore conceal'd, or as it were, 
ſheathed many Months, I might ſay Years, with- 
out appeating to have otherwiſe polluted the 
Blood, or ſhewing itſelf in other Symptoms, than 
a Running accompanied ſometimes with Chapcres. 
Nay, I am ſatisfied I have ſeen ſome common Wo- 
men, that for ſeveral Years together, have never 
been withour the one or other of theſe Appear- 
ances; and however communicating the Venom 
to ſome who daily convers'd with them, yet kept 
their own Fleſh, were ſtrong and luſty, eat well, 
drank hard, ſeldom, if at all, rook Phyſick 
upon that Account. But *tis plain, that all do 
not eſcape ſo well, nor have I found any of them 
ſo cafily cur'd, by reaſon of the great Laxity of 
theſe Parts, and their being aſwaye ſteeped by the 
Humours aforeſaid, as the like Degree of Infecti- 
on is in Men. | | | 


The learned Writer formerly mentioned, al 
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lows the Men to be ſooner catch'd ; very few, he 
ſays, eſcaping, that meddle with a diſeaſed Wo- 
man, Notwithſtanding the inconfiderable Quantity 
they can take up of the venereal Poiſon z whereas 
Women, who, he tells us alſo, receive a Million of 
times more, yet eſcape the ſame. His Reaſon: this, 
for that the latter finds it blended or blunted with 
another oily Liquor, the Semen; whilſs the 
fakes it in full Force out of the Vagina, where it 
was lodged before, by ſome infected Perſon, and where 
it may lie ſome time without Damage to ber. But 
furely, if it be thus blended, when diſcharged in- 
to the Vagina, it might be rediſcharged therewith * 
( finita Copulatione) in the Woman's erect Poſture, 
at leaſt the Spicula broken as well therewith, as 
ſheathed farther by the glandulous Liquor, with 
which theſe Parts are bedew'd more particularly 

at ſuch times. Wherefore, I muſt needs think 4 
better Reaſon is taken from the different Texture 
or Formation of the Genitals themliclves ; the 
Man's being dry and turgid only with Blood and 
Spirits, the Clans alſo alike tumid, and being bared 
from irs Covering, the Prepuce is endow'd with 
a moſt exquiſite Senſe ; conſequently more ex- 
poſed to the venomous Efiuvia arthng from the 
infected Parts. And hence it is as true as com- 
mon a Remark, that thoſe who have this Part al- 
ways uncovered 5 retracted Fore-skin,; eſcape 
for the moſt part better than others.

material, or _— Moment, it ſhould be other- 
wiſe with the rality of our Fornicators : For 
as the ſham Phyſician is eager of his Money, fo 
is the ſham'd Patient in as much haſte to ain 
to his unlawful Pleaſures. Thus one Clap is often 
palm'd pon another, and each, unleſs the firſt, 
very probably on a preceding Pox. But we re-

In order whereunto, Purgation is, I think, al- 
low'd almoſt on all fides, and doubtleſs neceſſary 
to diſcharge the Cacochymy; yet here likewiſe our

ſo wonderfully magnify'd for a new and very ule- 
ful Diſcovery ; I *can aſſure him that the very 
ſame Compoſition was well known to ſome Practi- 
tioners many Years paſt z and that in reducing 
Mercury into Corpulcles inviſible, by the means 
of Turpentine in order to incorporate the ſame 
with the Axungia for the Unction, I have frequent- 
ly reſerv'd ſome little Portion for this Uſe z when, 
however, in ſome mild Affects of this kind, I have ' 
found it ſerviceable; yet in the more corroſive, 
virulent and ſtubborn Chancres, I have been al- 
ways neceſſitated to make uſe of the Præcipin rub.

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How little Reaſon then has the ſame learned 


Author of the Diſcourſe aforementioned, to ac- 
quaint the World, That in other Artiſts De/ign 
curing Chancres, no Remedy is applied to deſtroy t 
Cauſe of them ; but like an irrecoverable Part they 
are eaten out, and that not without great Waſte com- 
mitted on that which is ſound : This likewiſe being 
done with ſo great Pain and Inflammation, that an 
Amputation is the laſt Remedy for the ſharp Mat- 
ter of the Gonorrhea, and the ſharper Application? 
Theſe laft Words, I muſt confeſs myſelf at a 
Loſs to make good Senſe of; for I can't think the 
Amputation relates either to the Matter, or the 
Application; and I know of no Artiſt that was 
ever obliged to dock the Penis, on Account of 
having applied an Eſcharotick to conſume a chan- 
crous Callys : nor who has ſpent ſo many Months, 
nay Years, in their Extirpation, as he infinuates. 
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But farther, as the Cure of Chancres, more par- be cl 


ticularly on the Prepuce and Frænum (to ule that 
learned Gentleman's Words,) bas perplexed and 
puzzled Authors, who did not Feen attend 
their Symptoms; ſo that likewiſe of the Chordee, he 
tells us, is ſuch a ſurprizing Phenomenon, and of 
that Difficulty, that Phyſiclans have never attempt

on; his Explanation will be as little ſatisfactory to 
an inquiſitive or diſcerning Perſon: Which is that 
of its ariſing from the Compreſſion of the Sides of the 
Urethra, by the nervous Bodies of the Penis, (the 
Cauſe of which, I think, is there not mentioned) 
which Part he will have ſo ſqueezed together there- 
by, at the Time of Erettion, as to beget in the Pati-

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mittance of any venomous Matter to the Proſtate at 


that time, by the ſaid Paſſage ; and that nothing 
tefs than the Impetus with which the Semen is thrown

learned Man forgets himſelf : For if the Meatus 
is ſo cloſely compreſt through its whole Entrance 
from one Extremity to the other, at leaſt that End 
next the Glans; how comes the Poiſon (as he 
ſays it docs) to enter one, two or three Inches 
within, and to form there the Seat of a Gonor- 
rhea? I am not arguing either for, or againſt this 
Parts being the prime Reſidence of the firſt In- 
fection; but think it ſtrange a Notion ſhould be 
advanced fo contrary to daily and manifeſt Obſer- 
vation: It being evident, that the whole Bulb of 
the Urethra grows turgid, and is diſtended at the

to the greateſt and beſtexperienc'd Maſters in the 
Art of Chirurgery, if notwithſtanding their ut- 
moſt Endeavours by local Medicines, whether 
emollient to relax and ſoften the indurated Dupli- 
cature of the Preputium, or Diſcutients to ſet open 
the Pores, and breath forth the Humour; allow- 
ing alſo the Aſſiſtance of internal Remedies (which 
frequently do more than all the reſt) it will not 
ſometimes happen, that they are under a Neceſſity 
to dilate and ſet at Liberty the impriſon'd Glan 
(more eſpecially when ſome Chap or Fiſſare, at the 
Extremity, has encreas'd the Malady) not only to 
come at ſome latent Chancre, but to give Diſch 
to the Urine, which has been found thereby in a 
manner wholly precluded. The like in the Para- 
phimoſis, where the faid Glans by its Collar is 
ſtrangled, and where without cutting into the 
Stricture, oftentimes not only the rumpled Pre- 
puce, but the Glaus itſelf, muſt inevitably mortify 
and rot off, as I have proved in the Ditcourle a- 
bove refer'd to. 

We ſhall next proceed to the Hernia Humoralis, 
of which, though a common Attendant upon the 
firſt Infection, the new Writer upon the ſame (for 
what Reaſon I know not, unleſs prudentially fore- 
ſeeing ſome Difficulty in the Explication) has 
taken very little Notice, with reſpe& more ef 
cially to the Cure thereof. When this therefore 
ſhall happen, you muſt immediately provide a 
ſuitable Bag-Truſs, that may not only ſupport the 
Weight of the fame, but contain likewiſe and ſe- 
cure the Applications thereto apply'd : Among 
which there is nothing that excels a Cataplaſm 
of the Farina Fabar. cum Oxymelle fimplici; ha- 
ving added thereunto a little Ol.

And here alſo (aswe obſery'd of 
the Chancre) it the Ulcer notwithſtanding ſpreads, 
proves corroſive, or Phagædenict, with callous or 
Jagged Lips; neither yielding to your Precipitate 
outwardly, nor to your mercurial Catharticks in- 
ternally preſcribed, by which the Poiſon may be 
carried off; you will be under a Neceſſity to vo- 
mit with the Turpeth. before- mentioned, it may 
be two or three Times, at a few Days diſtance: 
Or finally, if this Symptom (as it often is) be 
complicated with Scabs, or other ſerpiginous E- 
ruptions, about the Body; Puſtules UG, dry and 


cruſty, upon the hairy Scalp ; 'tis to little Pur- 


poſe to ſpend your Time in this Method, but to 
aſten a Salivation, by which a perfect, and not a 
palliative Cure only, is to be obtained. 

The laſt of the Symptoms we recited depend- 
ing upon an ill-cur'd Clap, or ſucceeding a great 
many, (at leaſt, one of long ſtanding) was the 

* 3 Caruncle, 
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Caruncle, a Diminutive from Caro, being one or 
more little fleſhy Excreſcences emerging from the 
excoriated Urethra, by the ſharp and corroding 
Matter paſling through, and lodging alſo there- 
in, as we hinted in the Prognoſticts of the Diſ- 
eaſe, creating more Trouble to the Surgeon, and 
greater Diſquiet to the Patient at ſome times than 
all the reſt. 

This Symptom, however a Conſequent of the 
Gonorrhea, is alſo, for ſome Reaſon, beſt known 
to our new Writer, unobſery'd in his Diſcourſe 


thereof; nor do we find any Directions therein, 


for remedying the ſame. 

The Caruncle does not appear ſometimes ttill 
long after the Cure was ſuppoſed to have been 
compleated, and the Patient (at leaſt in his Ima- 

ination) ſound and free from any Remains of his 


former Illneſs; which makes them often miſtaken 


for the Stone, or ſome nephritick Illneſs. For al- 
though the firſt Rudiments may be laid during 
the Time of the Stillicidium or Running, yet 
whilſt they admit a Paſſage for the Urine, they 
are unobſery'd ; till inlarging, they begin to in- 
commode him in his nating Waret: which comes 
out, as it were, forked, ,and in divers Streams; 
and ſometimes only with great Pain by Drops, as 
in a Strangury, or Stoppage of the Ductus or 
Neck of, the Bladder by a Stone; eſpecially being 
grown ſo large as to fill up the whole Paſſage ; So 
that theſe Signs are but equivocal or ambiguous 
only of a Caruncle. The real and certain are ta- 
ken from the Probe, or (which is eaſier to the Pa- 
tient) the Wax - candle, which being dipt in Oil, 
and gently introduced, you are to pals forwards, 
and if you meet with any Rub or Obſtacle, on 
this fide the Valve * at the Entrance into the 
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Bladder, you have great Reaſon to ſuſpect a Ca- 
runcle.

if he be not ſpeedily relieved. Wherefore at ſuch 
times changing your Candle for a ſilver or leaden 
Probe, paſs in again, which will better diſcover 
if the Reſiſtance is made by any ſmall Stone, or 
by a fleſhy Subſtance as will your Finger on the 
outſide of the Bulb, if it be far advanced: Or 
the ſame in Ano, if at the Neck. At this Time, 


but of ſhort Continuance, you may probably force 

our Way through, and help your Patient in his 
Extremity for the preſent: After which, in order 
to Extirpation, you muſt go to Work with your

ficient; which you may conjecture (after the

your common ſearching Candle; you are to pro- 
ceed in like Manner as before, till the Excreſcence 
is deſtroy'd or eaten down: After which, to dry 
up the Remains, and to prevent a Renaſcency 
thereof, an Ag. Calcis cum Syr. de Roſ. fic. or a 
Solutign of Crollius's Lapis Medicam. is no un- 
ſuitable Injection; or a ſtrong Decoction of the 
Galle immature, Cortex Granat. Flor. Balauſt. Su- 
mach. Hypociſtis, and thelike. W hich ſometimes 
proves of Efficacy ſufficient, in the firſt Riſe of 

the Diſeaſe, when the little Grains of Fleſh are 
but juſt pullulating, to deſiccate the ſame, and 
prevent the Uſe of the prepar'd Candles; about 
which it is farther requiſite (which the Author 
weare beholden to has likewiſe obſerved and cau- 
tioned) that you are very careful in tempering your 
Compoſition, ſo that the ſame may after ſtick as 
cloſe to the Wick as does the Wax adjoining z 
leſt crumbling or breaking off, it be left behind 
upon Extraction, to the Diſquiet of the Patient, 
heightening the Symptoms, and giving Trouble 
to be got forth again; but of this you may far- 
ther conſult Mr. Wiſeman's Treatiſe relating to this 

Diſcaſe. 

And thus I have given a Specimen, as well of 
my own, as of the Practice of others, in the 
| -Stillicidium Gallicum, or Huxus Virge purulentus, 

& contagioſus; together with its uſual Attendants, 
which I expect will be thought tedious by thoſe, 
who pretend to a much ſhorter, more compendi- 
ous, and leſs fatiguing Method of healing this

(ſome 
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(ſome of them alſo of the Profeſſion) have done: 
When probably others (but more communicative) 
have as much Reaſon to boaſt of their Acquire- 
ments in ſuch like Knowledge. As to my ſelf, 
who pretend th know no more than other Gen- 
tlemen bred up in the Profeſſion, I have no Re- 
gard for Noſtrums; nor do I think there ſhould 
ſuch a Thing in Phyſick: For (as our honeſt 
Sydenham remarks truly) each ſingle Perſon is a 
very inconſiderables and infignificant Part of the 
Commonwealth, and the Good of the Whole is 
always preferable to the ſingle Intereſt, or private 
Advantage of any Perſon whatever. Not that I 
would envy any Man his particular Diſcoyeries, 
that were upon a juſt Examination, found really 
advantagious, nor yet ſuch Emolument as was 
ſuitable to the ſaid Advantage the Publick might 
gain thereby. But I muſt own this, that I have 
E obſerved, not only the leaſt Urbanity, 
ut the leaſt true Merit alſo, among theſe Preten- 
ders to Arcanums; the greater Part of which 9 
think I may ſay all, that have been yet diſcover'd) 
have been found, many of them, no other than 
were before in common Uſe, but now blended 
with ſome other Ingredient only as a Blind; the 
reſt no better than Greet Frauds, and vain Amuſe» 
ments, to impoſe upon the leſs wary, or more cre- 
dulous People: W hoſe Authors Steps were I now 
to tread, I ſhould acquaint you, that what I have 
here advanced, is but the common Method of 
- curing Claps; and that were it not for ſome par- 
ticular Reaſon (Self- exaltation, and ſordid Lucre, 
ou may be ſure are always behind the Curtain) 
I could tell of a much more expeditious and eaſier 
Way; and J can tell you indeed, that this Diſeaſe 
is ſometimes cur'd in leſs than half the Time, by

This Medicine was order'd for a Gentleman 
who had formerly been my Patient, under a Miſ- 
fortune of this Nature; but thinking much of 
the Confinemenr at that Time, under a Courſe of 
three Weeks Purging, though only each other 
Day; upon his next Miſchance, a Perſon of bet- 
ter Title than Morals, his intimate Companion, 
carried him to his Phyſician, who writ the for- 
mula above, to his own Apothecary : After which 
when he had told me he gor his Cure ina Week's 
Time, with nothing bur a little Vial of Drops, 
J defir'd a ſight of the Medicine, which he rea- 
dily comply'd with, and which by its particular 
acerb Taſte and Farewell upon the Tongue, I 


cCeonjectur'd was a mercurial Solution; but for far- 
+2 ther Aſſurance, I fo contriv'd Matters that I got 


a fight of the Autograph, upon a private File : 
When I told my Friend, that I thought not the 
better of his Cure for the Diſpatch, which I 
found however was attended with fore Chaps, and 
a ſtinking Mouth, for ſome Time after; he told 
me, it had retch'd him ftoutly for about an Hour, 
each time he took it, and that he ſpit always for 
an Hour or two after. 


When 
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When I had prepar'd a ſmall Quantity of this 
Medicine, I gave it to a certain Perſon, much 
converſant with the Libertines of both Sexes, 
to make Experiments, and report the Succeſs: 
Who told me three Months afterwards (for I had 
not heard of him ſooner) that he had given it to 
more than twenty of both Sorts; four of which 
it had plentifully falivated, he continuing its Re- 
petition for that End, and not intending to take 
it off; others it would have fo ſerved if he had 
gone on, or had not purged it off; bur that it 
removed their Complaints uſually in a Week or 
ten Days time, or ſooner, when took it twice 
a Day, as ſome of them had done; altho' it work'd 
doggedly both upwards and downwards with ſome 
of them; and when he increaſed the Doſe (as he 
had done for ſome ſtubborn Infections) made them 
excceding Sick for a while.

1 acknowledge the giving of this Medicine for- 
merly to three of my own Patients; in one of 
which it raiſed a Pryaliſmus at ten Days End, (for 
I continued it fo long before it remov'd the Com- 
plaint) when I was glad to purge it off, and reſt 
content to be railed on by my Patient for fluxing 
him to cure a ſimple Clap; in the other two, it 
anſwer'd without, only Vomiting and Purging; 
yet not without leaving one of them ſore _ 

| whic 
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which he complain'd of for ſome Days; what 
Return it made them afterwatds, I know not, for 
they were all Strangers, and advancing the Re- 
ward beforchand, kept themſelves Incognito; but 
finding it was ſurly, as well as uncertain, in the 
Manner of its Operation, I ſoon diſcontinu'd its 
Uſe, nor can I by any means recommend it to the 
Practice of others. 

Of ſome Affinity with this, is the following of 
Mr. Wiſeman, which he recommends upon his 
own Experience, and which I have known fince 
his Time, uſed by ſome others, with very little 
Variation from his Preſcript.

The Solution before-mention'd with Spirit of 
Wine, was {as I have before hinted) formerly in 
great Uſe with a notorious Quack, for diſpatch- 
ing the Cure of Claps; being order'd ſo many 
Drops to be diluted with Wine (x. xv. or XX. 
to three or four Spoonfuls,) thrown up warm in- 
to the Urethra, with his Syringe, two or three 
times a Day; whilſt his Electuary was taken Night 
and Morning, a Morſel; as to which, though I 
have never practis'd after that Way, yet it ma 
prove, for ought I know to the contrary, as fade 
as others of the Poſt-haſte Methods now in uſe: 
Notwithſtanding I have been inform'd, that the 
ſame Perſon poxed thereby many more than he 
really cur'd: However, his Pretence, I think, was 
chiefly to the Cure of Claps; the Conſequence 
uſually falling after, under the Care of ſome other 
Perſon, Mons 
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Monſieur Lemery gives us a Preparation of this 
kind, under the Tie of an Oil of Mercury; 
which is ſtill ſtronger, having an Ounce of corro- 
five Sublimate, to four Ounces of Spirit of Wine; 
as you will find in his Coprſe of Chymiſtry, apud 
nos, Edit. 3. p. 248. Bur this he intends chiefly 
for touching Chancres. © 1 

The ſpecifick Bolus of Turpethum Minerale, is 
another of our late Quack Remedies, for this Cure; 
and as likely indeed as any to introduce a worſe 
Diſeaſe. It is ſo quick, the Author tells you, that 
one Doſe is ſufficient oftentimes to take off a ſim- 
ple Running; two for the moſt virulent z and 
three or four to ferret out the moſt obſtinate Con- 
tagion, or ſtubborn Pox. Which in the Gentle- 
man's Phraſe, at firſt fight may ſound like a Duack 
Romance. Whilſt he, good Man, would perſuade 
you all is pure Truth he 15 Sed caveat Enp- 
tor, hic latet Anguis. We all know very well 
what this Medicament will do, and grant it of ad- 
mirable Uſe (as we have already obſerved) to make 
a ſtrong Revulſion upon ſome particular Occaſion: 
As to relieve a Part that is in Danger by the flux 
of Humours fall'n upon the ſame; to ſtem the 


Malignity, take off the Pain, and ſtop the Pro- 
$ of Chancres, or other corroſive 88 | 


lcers : Thar it is alſo one of the beſt Remedies 
we have (if not the only efficacious) to haſten a 
Salivation that is ſluggiſh in coming forwards ; 
but when given after this Madman's Rate, one 
Doſe will avail little; two or three may check 
the Symptoms for the preſent, and diſpoſe the Ul- 
ceration (if there be any) to a more tractable Con- 
dition, as well as correct the Virulency : Yet be- 
ſides the Hazard of fore Chaps and W ve- 

ry commonly ſupervening, you will be in dan 
of throwing your Patient into the worſe Diſeaſe 
of the two, a Pox, by this haſty way of revelling, 
| + withour 
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without purging off the Cacochymy, either he- 
fore or after the Exhibition of the Emetick. But 
what Matter is it, may ſome ſay, if the Patient 
will ſuffer himſelf to be impos'd on by ſuch Peo- 
pe z whoſe Confidence in prating (as the judicious 
r. Miſeman before quoted, remarks upon ſome 
in his Time) is the only Baſs on which they 
build their Practice. KY 
No better are you to expect from the Prince's 
Powder, or Precipit. Rub. edulcorated by farther 
Lotions and Flagrations with Spirit of Wine; 
the Golden Pill, the Grand Antidote, with all 
the other Tribe of Chymical Quack Remedies z 
which their flattering, bur deceitful Authors, tell 
us, are ſafe and harmleſs as a bit of Bread; tho” 
we often find them dangerous, like edg'd Tools 
in the Hands of Children; and not fit, I am ſure, to be 
taken from thoſe of ignorant Empiricks, or other 
cozening and knaviſh Pretenders to the Medical or 
Chirurgick Arts: Nor, however they may work 
off with ſome ruſtick and ſtrong Bodies, are they 
by any means ſafe for tender Habits, and long bat- 
ter'd Conſtitutions, where the Fluids being thin 
and ſharp, are ready of themſelves to break thro? 
their Bounds; the Solids ſo looſe alſo as to be 
ſcarce able to contain them: In a Word, where 
the Viſcera are almoſt putrid, or in a manner rot- 
ten, and conſequently unable to bear the Shock 
of ſo rough an Operation, as thoſe ſorts of Re- 
medies uſually occaſion: Wherefore I have only 


ven theſe looſe and general Hints thereof, that 
Mankind may not farther ſuffer, or be abuſed by 
ſome other bold or confident Perſons, aſſuming 
the ſame, or the like Method of Practice. 
There is another Way, equally, I think, dan- 


|  gerous, if not more, though in a different Man- 


ner, by their Simuli inflaming, racking and tor- 
meating the Stomach and Guts, but more cat 
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ally the urinary Parts; and that is Dr. Groenvel!” 
by the Cantharides; which although accoun 
the only Specifick perhaps there is, (the noble 
Balſam. Copayba failing) in Ulcers of the Bladder : 
Vet when brought into common uſe for the Cure 
of Claps (as it is by ſome more confident thandif- 
creet Practitioners) will be attended with as bad, 
if not worſe Conſequences, than any of the reſt; 
eſpecially when enterpriz'd by thoſe ignorant Per- 
ſons, who know not how to obviate the Symp- 
roms, which are ſure to attend, more particular- 
ly ſome certain Idioſyncraſies, ſuffering always by 
theſe Medicines. | 
Its Author, not long ſince deceas'd, however 
unfortunate, (as of ill Conduct) yet of Learning and 
good Knowledge in Phyſick, has printed a little 
Tract, De tuto earundem (ſcil. Cantharidum) uſu 
interno : Where you will find his Method of pre- 
paring them, as well as Adminiſtration, together 
with their Antidote alſo : By which, as he there 
ſhews us, he perform'd ſeveral remarkable 
Cures in Dropſies, Ulcers of the Bladder (I mean 
its Neck) and IJſcburies from Gravel: Which 
Succeſs in the Ulcers aforeſaid, put him, as he told 
me, upon experimenting their Effects in the Diſ- 
eaſe before us; where he found they would alſo 
anſwer in thoſe ſtubborn, obſtinate, and virulent 
Runnings, that ſubmitted not to Purgation, nor 
to the ſtrongeſt mercurial Vomits. : 
I confeſs, I never had Courage to givethem in 
the Subſtance as he did, but having extracted their 
Tincture in Rheniſh Wine, as Bartholine diretts 
them, I gave it co two of theſe — by Spoon- 
fuls, with large Draughts of Emulſions between 
whiles; ordering moreover a plentiful Dilution 
with the Decoct.

Treatiſe, which although, in the Language he firſt 
publiſh'd it, ſome uſetu} Hints might be thence 
taken by the Learned, yet may happen to be at- 
tended with ſome fatal Conſequences, when in 
the Hands of bold Quacks, and other ignorant 
Medicaſters. | | 
Bur to proceed : 'The Sin of Whoring (if our 
very polite Age will allow me the Expreſſion) is 
become ſo epidemical and ſpreading, that to hu- 
mour 
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mour the Votaries, who are both more forward 


and frequent in paying their Devoirs at Yenus's 
Temple, than any other; and conſequently under 
Neceſſity of an often Penance, which we muſt 
needs think very cloying to the other Appetite ; 
We have had thoſe who pretend to have found 
out 4 Preſeryative, taken before- hand; but that 
Fallacy being detected, and carrying too much of 
Contradiction in the Thing itſelf, to take Place: 
(unleſs with very few of the ſhorter-fighted) An- 
other ſoon after, ſet up for the Cure without any 
Phyſtck at all, (a ſpecial Bait for an old ſurfeited 
Sinner) only by the external or local Application: 
Vet here, if we duly conſider the Nature and 
Subtilty of Poiſons (and our Diſeaſe is no other 
than the Reſult of a V enenum ſui generis) together 
with that of the animal Compages; which is 
either tubular or veſicular, permeable as well as 
perſpirable in all its Parts: We ſhall find but lit- 
tle Kaery in relying wpon theſe Pretences. For, 
were the whole Duct of the Urethra, an open 
Canal upon the Dorſum Penis; (as it lies incom- 
{ and arch'd over, as it were by the nervous 
odies thereof) and that alſo the undoubred Seat 
of the firſt Taint: Nevertheleſs without the in- 
ternal Preſcription, we ſhould, I fear, be at a 
loſs to ſecure many of our Patients, by the ſole 
Uſe either of the beſt Preventives, Defenfative or 
other topical and chirurgical Applications what- 
ever; we frequently ſee this, in ſome ſimple or

How- 
ever, if the Method anſwers (as I believe it nei- 
ther docs nor will) I ſhall be far from grudging 
the Gentleman even a Patent (if he can obtain

| Whether the Phy/ician took the Hint from the 
Duack, or the Quack from the Phyſician, is not 
worth diſputing; the Bait being like to catch 
Fools, the Secret has ſince multiply'd: And Dr.

Sun, at a particular or critical Inſtant begun, and 
conſummated under as particular a planetary Con- 
junction (which is the great Secret) from 
whence it concenters the intrinſicx Worth of the 
Three Kingdoms, viz. the Animal, Vegetable and 
Mineral.

Or, in ſhort, when it comes 


out of a Quack's Hands; or from ſome others, 


who, tho” perhaps of more Learning and Sophiſ- 
try, have but little more intrinfick Worth, or 
ſtandard Generoſity. | 

And thus I ſhall Gniſh my Account of the firſt 
Infection, contracted by this foul Diſeaſe, as it is 
uſually and (properly enough) denominated. In 
which, if I have the Approbation of the ſound 
and judicious, whether my Fellow-Phyſicians, or 
guondam Brethren, the true practical . 1 
value not the Cavils of ſome petulant Perſons; 


much leſs the Reſentments of ſpurious Upſtarts, 
and other ſcandalous Pretenders to the Medical or 


Chirurgic Profeſſions. Nor perhaps will ſome of 
theſe my juſt Invectives, if their Frauds are but 
permitted ſtill to be carried on; among which, 
without Prejudice to the unknown Authors Per- 
ons) F look upon theſe laſt recited, as ſome of the 


vileſt that have been impoſed on the Town; 


which has I think at all Times, but eſpecially of 


late Years, abounded with one or other of them. 
Before I enter upon the ſecond Part of my Diſ- 
courſe, I will Uo the Advantage of thoſe ſuffer- 
ing under the force of Imagination) inſert three 
or four Caſes, of ſuch as have been thus deluded, 
and made a Property, ſome of them, by deſign- 
ing = that in caſe this Treatiſe ſhall fall into 
the Hands of any ſuch, being hereby fore-warn'd, 


they may be arm'd againſt the Baits, thrown out 


to catch them: For in this Diſeaſe more particu- 
larly, we have two ſorts of People to deal with,

way, ſince ſhould we ſuppoſe there were no Account 
to be made in the next, his whole Life-time bert 
is uſually one continued Penance, of State of Pu. 
gatory, on this Account: For indeed, I think I 
may fay, that I have not known one Man in 
theſe Circumſtances, that continued any long time 
under the Perſuaſion of his being well cur” |

A Tradeſman in good Buſineſs, of a thought- 
ful Temper, or inclining to Melancholy, having, 
in his younger Da too familiar with a 


Wench living in the ſame: Houſe as a Servant, 
grew ſoon aſter very penſive, as fancying he had 


got the Foul Diſeaſe, upon a Belief, as it ſeemed; 


that every Woman playing the Whore muſt 
ſurely be diſtemper d. Under theſe Jealouſies he 
continued for ſome Years, without making his 
Complaint to any one, till at length happening to 
marry, his Diſcontent of Mind ſoon after encrea- 


ſed, which was obſerv'd in his Family; yet his 


Wife could get nothing out of him, but that he 


had been a wicked Man, and had ruin'd her and 


her Child; but would not own in what manner, 
nor could ſhe ſuſpect a Perſon ſo ſtrictly: virtuous 
and modeſt, and who was never out of his Houſe 
unleſs in Company with her.

whom he had apply'd for Cure, and he faid, being 


| given the ſame to his Wife and Child. I aſk'd 


aſham'd, he had conſulted no body, till long time 


after, when he took as much Phyſick as had coſt 
him twenty Pounds, from a Doctor upon Ludgate- 
Hill. I now wanted to know the Symptoms; and 
therefore ſuſpecting he had been impos'd on, aſk'd 


him whether he had any Running, with Heat 


of Urine, or 3 out, after he had been 
concern'd with the Woman, who he faid gave 
him the Diſtemper; to which he reply'd, neither 


the firſt, nor the laſt, but had great Pain of his 


Back, and Stoppage at ſome times in his Water 
(that were manifeſtly nephritic) which was foul 
and ſtinking, ſome of which he had carry'd to his 
Doctor who told him it was an inward Pox; and 
that if it had been attended with Running, or 
Blotches on the outſide of his Body, he could 
have cur'd him for half the Money. 

I-now plainly perceiv'd it was all Deluſion, and 
therefore not ſuffering him to go on with his other 
Complaints of- his Head, his Noſe, and all Parts, 
I think, of his Body beſides ; I told him he had

Night: I alſo put him into a Caurſe of - Chaly- 


biates with the Bitters, to ſtrengthen the Digeſti-

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on, inyigorate his Nerves, as well as the Tone of 
his Blood, correcting the windy State of the Spi- 
_ rits, and diſperſing the Hatus, with which he ſo 
much abounded. But little good was to be done; 
his Imagination, by the long - continued Melan- 
choly, was ſo clouded and impreſs'd by the old 
Idea, that his Head was ſtill Fall of theſe Conun- 
drums; and ſuch his Reſolution for Spitting, that 
when he found me reſolute againſt it, and; that I 
had left off calling upon him; unknown to his 
Family, having made Proviſion beforehand, he 
got into ſome Quaci's Houſe z where he was laid 
down in a Salivation : Whence after five Weeks 
time, he return'd like a Skeleton, ſtaring as one 
 amaz'd, or depriv'd in a manner of his Under- 
ſtanding ; however, with good Cookery, his 
Fleſh and Strength were in ſhort time recruited, 
and they were in hopes he had got rid of his 
former Whimſy, returning again to his Buſineſs, 
till ſome few Months after, by a freer Living than 
he had been us'd to, or neglecting the Regimen 
neceſſary to have been obſery'd, after he came out 
of his Salivation, drinking his Glaſs, and eating 
reliſhing Foods, ſome Heat and Pimples appearing 
upon his Face, and about his Noſe, the old Story 
revived, which was farther highten'd by the Bills 
diſtributed by Qꝝacts about the Streets, or the 
Title Pages of their Books, poſted at the Corners 
thereof, or given away after the ſame manner, as 
well as by their Advertiſements in the; News Pa- 
pers; all which he was ever looking over, and 
which are calculated under 4:Shew: of Learning 
and Experience, to impoſe upon ignorant People, 
and take Advantage of their Fears. | 
By theſe Means the unhappy Man was now a- 
gain overſet; his Head aked, his Shin-bones were 
rotten, and his Noſe in Danger: Upon which his 
Wife ſent earneſtly again for me to viſit * 1 
* S 2 now 
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I now found him in Bed, lamenting his hard 
Lot, that nothing could be done to ſtop the Diſ- 
caſe. I perceiv'd plainly there was no jeſting 
with his gz nor laughing him out of his 
Conceits, and therefore now giving a little into 
the ſame, I told him (as much an Enemy as I am 
to them at other Times) that I had a Secret I be- 
liev'd would cure him, as it had ſeveral, after Flux- 
ing: At which he rejoyced, and I ſent him from 
his Apothecary an Elleboriſm, to be taken twice 
a Day for a Fortnight; yet his Pimples and red 
Face {hl} appearing, however otherwiſe in good 
State of his Body, he could not be convinced 
that he was ever like to be well, nor I perſuaded 
to try any Experiment by way of Lotion, or Lini- 
ment, to check or repel the ſame, for fear of 
tranſlating the Matter upon the nervous Syſtem

At length, after many troubleſome Viſits I re-

Ordering a Candle to be brought near, -withy 
much Difficulty I perſuaded him to take away his 
| H 3 Pingen, 
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Fingers, when immediately with my own taking 
falt hold thereof, J rais'd bis Head From the Pi: 
low thereby, and faying never a Word, when I 
had ler the ſame drop down again, he looked wiſh- 
fully at my Hand, to ſee if I had it not between 
them. | | 
By this I convinced him of his Miſtake, under 
which the poor Wretch had lain all Night, in 
the utmoſt Agony: After which I call'd his Wife 
aſide, and finding ſhe was engaged in a- Buſineſs 
that ſhe was by no means capable to manage, I 
advis'd her to throw it up in time, and to provide 
ſome Place for him, where he might be kept out 
of Harms way: and accordingly he purſu'd my 
Directions, retiring with him to a Relation's in a 
Country Village, where he now lives inoffenſively, 
as well to himſelf as others: Employing bimſelf in 
. a Garden, ſaying nothing to any Body, or fitting in 
a Chimney-Corner, where he will ſometimes weep, 
eſpecially when'they are unmindful ro keep him 
to his Meals, or when he has been long empty :

A Gentleman of good Mien, and well dreſt, 


ſent for me this laſt Summer to a Tavern in m 


Neighbourhood, and beg'd the Favour that 
would ſpare him a few Minutes Converſation, about 
a Subject he thought himſelf concern'd; and to 
render me the eaſier in my ſtay, preſented me with 
a Guinea; ſaying, he was very deſirous to know 
the Nature of the venereal Poiſon, and its Man» 
ner of acting upon our Bodies. 

I perceiv'd by his Onſet, and his Manner of ex- 
preſſing himſelf a little after, that he pretended to 
jome Acquaintance with the mechanic n 
a. E A 
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and being willing to make as ſhort Work as I 
could, told him therefore, that the Nature not 
only of this, but many others, was ſo very ſubtle, 
as to leave little room of right reaſoning, unleſs 


from their Effects: Or that their Parts were ſo 


minute, and the Mode of their Conveyance, par- 
ticularly this about which he was now enquiring, 
being from Efiuvia ſtirred up by Heat in the 
Body infected, too remote from our Under- 
{tanding, to admit of ſenſible Demonſtration : 
The like of their impreſſing the found Body, 
whoſe Juices alſo are ſo exceeding fine, on which 
they are way to act, eſpecially that of the 
fluid of the Nerves and our Organs not fo well 
adapted to take Cognizance of ſuch, as of ſome 
groſſer Bodies, twas leſs Wonder we are ſo much 
in the dark herein, and that Conjecture ſhould 
ſupply the Place of Evidence, as well in regard 
of the Agent, as of the Patient. 

To which I added, It was enough for Practiti- 


oners, that they knew the Jod fit, and the Dui- 
bus modis curare, without iy vid fit z of which, 


for my own Part, I acknowledged my ſelf igno- 
rant. So that finding I was upon my Guard, 
and indeed ſuſpectin b his Beginning, he was 
come only for a Trial of Skill, 1 was reſoly'd to 
ſhorten this Part of the Diſcourſe, having then 


ſomewhat elſe to do, than to ſpend my Time either 


in majoring or minoring of Syllogiſms, (1 iv'd 
him fond of ) with he Ergo's, and the 2 E. D. 
at the Tail of them. | 

He told me, he would aſk me only one ſingle 
Queſtion more, which was, If I thought it poſ- 
ſible for a Man to get the Diſeaſe, intrudendo Di- 
gitum in finum Pudoris mulieris iſto Morbo Iaboran- 
tis, & illum aliguandiu ibi continuando? To which 
I anſwer' d him negatively. He confeſt he had 


been thus fooliſhly * with a W AJ 
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the Town; and ever ſince, from that Fingers end 
up to the Shoulder, between whiles, ſuffer'd ex- 
ceeding twinging and R Pains, that had 
wonderfully diſcompoſed his Mind, as believing 
himſelf infected: And ſo willing, I obſerv'd, to 
come into this Conceit, (by which he had been | 
made doubtleſs a glorious Patient to a cozening 
Empirick, countenancing the ſame) that he was 
for raiſing all the Doubts and Difficulties, that an 
excellent good Head-piece otherways could fur- 
niſh out. ; 

I told him, it might ariſe from ſome fatulent 
or /paſmodic Aﬀe& of the Membranes, bordering 
on the nervous Rheumatiſm; or be the reſult of ſome

ſcorbutic Dyſcraſy of the Juices, vellicating the 


Fibrillæ of theſe Parts: When he ſeem'd at a Loſs to 
reconcile why it ſhould take riſe from this Finger on- 
ly ? Iaſk'd him, as it was common with many others, 
* gt the Weather-wiſe People, as they are, 
called, labouring under like Diſturbance from the 
Influence of the Air, upon ſome nervous Parts, 


if he never remember'd to have had formerly _ 
y'd, 


ſuch like fleeting Diſturbance? And he repl 
once upon his other Arm; but the Pain ſeem'd 
different, and never began after this Manner, at 


the End of this criminal Finger, I did what I 


could to perſuade him to make his Mind eaſy; aſ- 
ſuring him, theſe Complaints would wear off, at 
leaft, that no ill Conſequence, as he fear'd, was 
like.to enſue. 

He then again put the Queſtion, why the Skin 
of the Finger, long ſteeped in the poiſonous Mat- 
ter lurking within the Vagina, might not as rea- 
dily let in the Venom, as that of the Glam, and 
its Cover, in a ſhorter Duration therein; which 
were every Day evident from the Chancres formed 
on*both? I told him, that theſe were of a finer

To which I reply'd again, that theſe Parts, how- 
ever ſuited by the nervous Plexus, to diſcriminate 
all tangible Bodies, as to their Qualities of hard 
and /oft ; = by their uſe thereto, and being al- 
ways bo 1 ed, the Cuticle was more compact, the 
Cutis indurated, the Pores more conſtipated, and 
leſs fitted therefore to admit Efiluvia of any kind, 
evaporating from the Subjects about which they 
are daily converſant. Which was manifeſt in the 
handling continually ſuch corroſive Bodies inoffen- 
fively, as would make Impreſſion upon Parts leſs 
expoſed, whoſe Cuticle was both more rare and 
tender, and the faid Pores more patulent. | 
Beſides, I told him, that his Fears muſt needs 
be groundleſs, and that his Way of arguing was 
not juſt z for that if the Penis itſelf could be in- 
troduced into the faid Part, in like Manner as was 
the Finger, without that particular Influence from 
the Brain, raiſing the luſtful Idea, or in its flaccid 
State; however the Glans might fare, which is 
{till of a more ſpongy, and exquiſitely fine or ten- 
der Make, I queſtion'd whether the Skin of the 
Penis would be tainted, which was owing to the 
Diſtenſion of the Part at theſe Times, implete 
with Blood Spirits, heated by the Warmth and 
Action thereof, rubbing againſt ſome ulcerated 
Place, and through its open'd Pores, imbibing the 
Steam of a contagious Matter, raiſed by the like 
Heat and Motion on the Woman's Side, ſo con- 
taminating the ſaid Parts, and tranſmitting the In- 
fection thereunto, of which the Fingers were no 
more ſuſceptible than the Toes. : 
Thus ended our philoſophical Diſpute : Whe- 
ther or no to the Satisfaction of this fanciful 


Gentleman, 
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Gentleman, I know not, having never ſeen him 
ſince the Morning following our Controverly, 
when I had promiſed to give him Mr. Palmer's 
Opinion thereof; and happening to meet that 
Gentleman in a Conſultation, I aſk'd him his 
Thoughts upon this Subject; who ſmiled, as find- 
ing it ſomewhat new, and declar'd, that whatever 
it might do upon a raw or ſore Finger, he was of 
Opinion, that if the Skin were whole, the In- 
feRion could not be communicated thereby; with 
this Remark, that were it ſo, miſerable muſt be 
the Caſe of many thouſands daily; nor would it 
be poſſible for the Surgeons converſant in dreſſing 
Ulcers of the ſame Parts, and examining the Bo- 
dy, to miſs one Time or other being infe&ted. 

At my parting with the ſame Perſon, when I 
had given him this Gentleman's Opinion, he would 
not be ſatisfy'd, unleſs I gave it alſo under my 
Hand, that I beliey'd it impoſſible, this Way to 
receive the Poiſon ; which, he ſaid, might con- 
tribute to quiet his Mind, in a Journey he was 
taking many Miles from Home,

A Country Practitioner, middle-aged, corpu- 
lent, and Ermingly robuſt or —— 0 * a 
Journey this laſt Summer of a e and fifty 

iles, with fifty broad Pieces in his Pocket, to 
put himſelf (under my 1 into a Saliva- 
tion, for an Infection of this kind, of an old 
Date, as he told me; and to get rid of which, 
he had pitequſly abuſed an excellent Conſtitution, 
by a long continued Courſe of Mercurials, and a 
Salvation with Calomel, raiſed by himſelf ſeven 
Years before, but ineffeCtually : So that he per- 
ceiv'd nothing but the Unction mult relieve —4 
And having read my Syphilis, he thought the Au- 
thor the fitteſt Perſon he could apply to. 
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I was now for informing-my ſelf of the Sym- 
foms ; but aſkt him firſt concerning his Gonorrhes z 
which, he ſaid, was contracted many Years 
I think about fourteen or fifteen; and that he had 
taken the beſt Method he knew, with the Advice 
of ſome able Phyſicians, ſome of which were Men 
of Note, in order to get clear of it; yet the 
Diſtemper had ſince ferzed the whole Maſs of 
Blood, and he had ſcarce any Part of his Body 
free, any more than his Wife, whom he had like- 
wiſe fluxed; and being a thin hyferica Woman, 
ſo weaken'd her Nerves thereby, and her over 
purging before, as well as fince, that ſhe had been 
conftin'd to her Chamber many Months paſt, and 
was now grown Hectical, according to his own 
Account, there being little hope of her Reco- 
very. | 

When we came to Particulars, I could hear of 
nothing but hammerings and thumpings in his Head, 
hummings in his Ears, rumblings in his Bowels 
cracklings of his Joints, Colicks, Indigeſtion, Liſt- 
keſneſs to Action, or _ preſently tired; Pains 
upon the Membranes of the Muſcles, and Soreneſs 
of the Limbs, the whole Syndrome of ſcorbutic 
Affects, with much of the hypochrondriac Diſor- 
der; but not one of a pocky Offs ring, as I could 
find; ſo that I told him plainly, his Diſtemper, as 
to its being Yenereal, lay wholly in his Fancy: 
That Crudity or Indigeſtion had been the Parent of 
much Flatus; and this latter the great Enemy 
he had to contend with; which by ſome proper 
Antiſcorbutics, Chalybiates, and riding on Horſe- | 
back, (which his Buſineſs ſo well incourag'd in a 
Country Practice) might likely be mended, but 
render'd ſtill worſe by Mercurials of any kind. 

I aſk'd him, what Part of that Book of mine 
induced him to take ſo long a Journey to get Re- 
lief, for a Diſtemper no where therein d * z

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but which, inſtead of amuſing, was intended to 
caution Perſons both how they impoſed on them; 
ſelves,” or ſuffer d others to delude them with a 
Diſeaſe imaginary only. He anſwer'd, that he 
was well affur'd of that; yet nevertheleſs bein 
unable to ſatisfy his own Doubts, and get rid of 
his Fears, the Air of Sincerity and Diſintereſted- 
neſs, he diſcoyer'd in that Treatiſe, made him ve- 
ry deſirous to have ſome Conference with me, ra- 
ther vivd Voce, than by Way of Letter; and to 
be wholly guided by my Directions. 

Upon which I told him, as he had made this 
long Journey to inform himſelf in this Affair, I 


>» thought it might be worth his while to take the 


Opinion of ſome other Perſon join'd in Conſul - 
tation: And the Character of that honeſt Man 
and able Artiſt Mr. James Fern, of the Old Jury, 
being better known to him than that of any other, 
he apply'd himſelf to him; when a Meeting was 
appointed the ſame Evening, where the Com- 
plaints were again examin'd as before, and 
where, after the ſtricteſt Enquiry, we could not 
ſuſpe& any venereal Taint upon him, and there- 
fore advis'd him to reſt content, and meddle with 
no more Medicine, unleſs ſuch as might invigorate 
his Nerves, warm his Blood, and fortify his whole 
Habit; among which the Balſam. Polychreſt. was 
recommended, | 

With this .join'd Advice of ours he ſeemed 
well ſatisfied; and told us, he would in a Day or 
two, after he had viſited ſome Friends in Town, 
return Home to his Family. Whether he did ſo 
5 not, I cannot ſay, having heard nothing of him

more diſpirited than before: His Flatus increaſing, 
ſo that he grew tireſome to himſelf, as well as to 
thoſe about him.

Having acted contrary to = Advice, I ſaw him 
no more for ſeveral Years, unleſs by Accident, or 
at a Diſtance, till he came one Evening late, and 
ſent for me- to the Tavern, where he bewailed 
himfelf, and told me, the Diſtemper was got into 
his Bones, and he was ſure, if I would bur fali- 
vate him by the Un&ion, he ſhould be a ſound 
Man.

prompt them to an Undertaking that may happen 
every Way to their Prejudice, but none to their 
Advantage, unleſs taking off the Caprice, perhaps, 
during the Time of their unneceſſary — 
Which I bint the rather, having heard of one 
pretending thereto, that has publickly lament- 


ed he had loſt ſo many Pounds by turning off theſe ' 


Melancholicks, or Mentibus capti, as I think they 


may be juſtly termed: And that for the future he 


would immediately ſtrike a Bargain, and down 
with them at once. For thoſe he had diſſuaded 
he ſaid went ftrait away from him to others; (and 
indeed it is the great Misfortune of theſe People, 
believing themſelves diſeaſed, to run in this Man- 
ner from one to another, eſpecially the money d 
Men, till they find ſome Undertaker to their 
Mind, or that is ready to comply with their De- 
fires, and fix the Idea they fo readily entertain'd) 
fo that he thought it as lawful for him to take

And at this Rate you will find there is none, 
unleſs the limpid Urine (the worſt ſometimes of 
any) that can eſcape the Cenſure. | 

The Nebula, or Cloud at the top, the Enzore« | 
ma in the middle, or the Hypoſtafis at the bot- | 
tom, . which are Appearances in the molt laudable 
Urine, made out of ſome finer Parts of the Chyle, * Ill ' 
or nutritious Juices, ſliding through the Strainers 
of the Kidnies along with the Serum, and accord- 
ing to their different Gravities, taking Place there- 
in. Theſe, I ſay, come all in for a Share of 
pocky Reliques; and among the Diſeaſed of another | 
Kind, the O:ly appearance like Fat in the upper | 
Part, from the Heat of a ſlow Fever, particularly 
the Hectic; colliquating or melting down ſome 
ſulphureous Particles, and carrying them cron 

the 
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the urinary Paſſages; the mealy in Conſumptions; 
the furfurous or branny, fra}. or purulent, from 
thoſe labouring under the Stone, or Ulcers whe- 
ther of the Kidney or Bladder; nay the common 
turbid Water upon ſtoppage of Perſpiration, or 
Colds, about the Time of Concoction; the lix- 
ivial Scorbutic, or whatever other Appearances 
there may be therein, are all ſtill the Remains of 
this abominable Diſeaſe, and may eaſily be extir- 
pated with ten Shillings worth of diuretic Tincture, 
Elixir Sanativum, Antipharmacon, Nature's great 
Reſtorative, and the like. 

I had forgot to take Notice of the Water made 
poſt Coitum, vel nocturnam Pollutionem; where ſome 
ſeminal Remains, together with the Mucus ouſing 
forth the Glandules of the Urethra and Proſtata, 
deſign'd for lubrifying the Paſſage, being rinſed 
off by the Current of the Water made at ſuch 
Seaſons, give the Appearances of thoſe little Fi- 
laments, Threads, or Flakes, theſe learned Men 
have trumpt up to deceive you. The like of 
the Female Sex, defil'd with the white Fluor, 
ſome Parts of which dripping down with the 
Urine, will likewiſe alter its natural Complexion. 

Some of this was brought me very lately, by a 
Gentlewoman of good Faſhion, who coming in- 
to my Study took the Vial out of her Pocket, 
and aſkt me if I caſt Water? Itold her yes that 
I had caft ſeveral Bottles out of my Window, 
and ſhould have ſerv'd hers fo, but for her Habit, 
appearing ſo much like a Gentlewoman. 

She ſaid ſhe was ſorry if ſhe had given me an 
Affront, but ſhe had > Queſtion of great Moment 
to a dear Child of hers, that ſhe though: might 
be decided thereby. I alkt her what it might be? 
And ſhe reply'd, that ſhe wanted to be intorm'd, 
if I could tel her by that Water, whether the 


Perſon who made it, = the foul Diſeaſe? _— 
re- 
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I rejoin'd, that I could not; nor, I was ſure, any 
one elſe She then inform'd me of a famous Man 
ſhe had been with, not far off, who had deliver'd 
ſuch Judgment, and exceedingly frighten'd her, 
believing her Huſband had given her the Diſtem- 
per; the Urine being foul and ſtinking, as it was 
lufficiently, had raiſed an Imagination, heightened 
by this Sentence of a vile Empirick, thar it could 
belong to no other than a foul Diſeaſe. 

T acquainted her the beſt Way to remove her 
Jealouſy, would be to let me have a little talk ſe- 
parately with the young People, which ſhe com- 
ply'd with: the Huſband being ready to acquit 
Pimſelf of this villanous Aſperſion, came directly 
away to me, whom I ſtrictly examin'd, and found 
perfectly clean and ſound; nor had I any Reaſon 
to queſtion the Truth of what he then ſolemnly | 
declar'd, that he had never meddled with any 
Woman in a carnal Way, but his Wife; whom, 
in Company with her Mother, I diſcourſt next 
Day, and perceiv'd only the common Flux 
upon her, which had lately attended a hard La- 
bour with her firſt Child: So that I made no dif- 
ficulty to acquit the Huſband, and pronounce both 
free from the Diſeaſe ſuſpected : Nevertheleſs I 
have been ſince inform'd, there is not that good 
Underſtanding there had been before; either the 
Wife or Mother imagining J had been bribed in 
delivering my Opinion by the Man, their Doubts 
ſtill remaining, although neither have taken any 
Remedies, as I can hear of; and the Peace of 
a Family, very probably for one of their Lives, 
diſcompoled ; owing meerly to the Ignorance, or 
Deſign, if not both concurting, of a Knaviſh 
Piſi-Prophet, whom ſome Men of Reſentment 
would ſeverely have puniſhed, if not ſpoiled him 
for a Water-Caſter ever after.

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hold of the venereal Venom, as we ſee the Tins 
der does the Spark of Fire; and where like wild 
Fire it alſo runs through the Body: So that 1 
have ſeen ſome of theſe more than ordinarily un- 
fortunate People, who have been pox'd almoſt as 
ſoon as clap d; rhe Poiſon running ſtraight from 
the Tail, I mean the Penis, to the Head; as I 
once obſcry'd it after ten Days Time, a large chan- 
crous Ulceration, but no Stillicidium, dilchargi 
. plentifully at the ſame Inſtant; Which from 
8 I had Reaſon to believe an Effect 
of one and the ſame coupling with a foul Woman. 
The Diſtemper may ariſe alſo (as we have be- 
fore taken Notice) in the way of Inheritance 
from Parents therewith infected; the poor Infant 
being conſpurcated with filthy Scabs and puſtula- 
ry Eruptions, perhaps not immediately, yet not 
long after it comes into the World; though 
ſometimes it has been obſerv'd to have lain dor- 
mant ſeveral Years, if we may credit Writers on 
this Subject. The Nurſe therewith infected may 
pollute the Child; as this latter (more eſpecially 
with a pocky _ or Ulcers on the Lips and 
- Tongue) may do the Nurſe. 

But waving the ſeveral Ways of contracting 
this Diſeaſe (called by Way of Eminency the 
Great Pox, I ſuppoſe from ſome Reſemblance in 

its cutaneous Breakings out to the Small ones), 

many of which we have already obſerved in diſ- 
cCcourſing of the firſt Infection The Diſeaſe itſelf 
Iãẽs uſually divided into ſeveral Degrees or Stages; 
es the fame happens to be recent, or of long ſtand- 
ing, having made a leſs or greater Progreſs. Dr. 
 Harvy, as I remember, makes four of them, call- 

ing the firſt Liminary, the ſecond a Frontier, the 

third a Mid-way, and the fourth a thorough Pox. 
Some from the four Temperaments (as the ſame 
Perſon alſo remarks) have nam'd it a * 
* 0 b » a - Phlegs 
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Phlegmatick, Bilious, and Melancholy Pox : Some 
= divideit only into a particular ard univerſal 
ox. But theſe, I think, afford us little Help 
in the Cure, although the Habits of Body areby 
no means therein to be over- look d. For my own 
Part I ſhall diſtinguiſh it no otherwiſe than as Su- 
perficial, and more profound; under the firf, com- 
prehending the cutaneous Ulcerations, puſtulary and 
ſerpiginous Eruptions, inguinal Tumours and Abſceſſes, 
J Ozenas, Affects of the Uvula and 
onfils; although theſe latter by ſome are annexed 
to the Second, under which may be reckon'd the 
Cummata of the Muſcles, the violent Hemicrans, 
and intolerable Cepbalæas, the excruciating noc- 
turnal Joex5wor, or Shoulder and Skin Pains, with 
others of the Membranes; the Tophs and Nodes, 
alſo the Exoſtoſes or ulcerous Caries of the Bones 
themſelves: Which are all of them diagnoftick 
Signs of the Diſtemper, ftill farther advanced. 
And for differencing more eſpecially the ſuperfi- 
cial Eruptions of this kind, we have given ſome 
neceſſary Cautions, in our Treatiſe of the Skin 
Diſeaſes; beſides which, it will behove the Artiſt 
to enquire prudently, or ſo that he may not give 
Offence af poſſible to be avoided) whether or no 
his Patient has not been heretofore infected? And 
if fo, there is Cauſe to ſuſpect the Eruptions thence 
ariſing : For farther confirmation of which, we 
are informed by a good Writer upon the Diſeaſe 
(what will hols for the moſt part) that all Puſtules 
and Scabs appearing as it were aduſt, cy and 
hard, with a tawny Yellow like the Honey Comb, 
on the top, are very ſuſpicious ; and always the 
more ſo, when the ſame are obſerved among the 
Hairs of the Head, or about the * and Fore- 
Head (the Pathognomonic almoſt of this Diſeaſe) 
and more undoubred ſtill, when the back part of 
the Fauces are excoriated, or eaten into by foul or

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fordid Ulcers (the Apbthæ of Fevers always ex- 


cepted) which give not Way to common deter- 
five Gargariſms, — liſtering, Purging, 
with other Reyulſion and Derivation of the Hu- 
mour; but ſpread ſtill farther under theſe Appli- 
cations. The like may be ſaid of Ophthalmy, and- 
Ulcers of the Noſtrils, call'd Ozere : W hich 


when of long ſtanding, and not ſubmitting tothe. 


uſual anodyne and refrigerating Collyria, Lotions, 


Injections, with the derivative and revulſive Re- 


imen before obſerved, nor yet accompanied with 
Nebpephale about the Neck and Chaps, or other 
Signs of a firumous Dyſcraſy, more eſpecially if 
you can trace out any former il|-cur'd Clap, give 
abundant Suſpicion of the Nature of the Diſtem- 
per. Head-achs in like manner, and Pains upon, 
the Perioſtea, recurring chiefly in the Night - ſea- 
ſon, and going off towards Morning, denote their 
ſpring from the ſame Fountain, being (as above) 
more eſpecially corroborated by ſome preceding 
Symptom of the firſ# Infection formerly apparent, 
although now perhaps got out of fight. The Gum- 
mi on the fleſhy Parts, and Nodes upon the Head, 
but eſpecially on the Shin Bones, are ſtill more 
ſelf evident, and the peculiar Trophies of the vic- 
torious Syphilis, in this profound Infection: Altho' 
here likewiſe your modeſt Enquiry, (where the 
Patient will not make a voluntary Confeſſion) and 


getting the beſt Intelligence you can, if the Pa- 


tient has not formerly lain in the Way of this Dil- 
eaſe, is not unneceſſary for a more abſolute Con- 
firmation. 
There are ſome Practitioners, I know, are ve- 
ry ſhy of theſe Enquiries, for fear of loſing their 
atients; but there is ſurely a mild and gentle 
Wow of petting into theſe People's Breaſts, or 
thoſe of their particular Confidents, or moſt in- 
timate Acquaintance z and coming by that Secret, 


which 
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which in a more open, rude, and unbecomin 
Manner, you muſt never expect will be extorte 
from them: And he that being Maſter of ſuch 


Secret, believes and keeps it not as ſacred; as that 
under the Seal of Confeſſion, is both unworthy

the Title he aſſumes, whether of Phyſician or Sur- 


geon, or indeed that of an honeſt Man. But if 


no Acknowledgment of this kind can be got from 
the Patient, yet where the Symptoms are ſuch as 


give us juſt grounds of Suſpicion, we are no far- 


ther to ſtrain this Point, but to proceed for his 
Advantage, by the ſame Method, as if he had in- 
genuouſly acquainted us with the true Cauſe. And 
now we come to the Prognofticks, which are taken 
from the Date of the Infection, and Progreſs of 
the Diſtemper; the Habit of Body, and its for- 
mer Uſe to Medicines, on the like Occaſion 


icks 
of the Poxzs 
or ſecond 


the Nature of the Venom itſelf, more mild or 


malignant, together with that of the apparent 
Symptoms. 

Thus, for Example, an Infection that is recent, 
has not ſpread far, or much contaminated the 
Maſs of Blood, is more eaſily overcome, than 
that which has been of longer Duration, and ta- 


ken faſter hold of the ſame; which makes what 


we call the ſuperficial, more eaſily vanquiſh'd than 
that more profoundly rivetted. The Habit of 
Body is alſo much to be regarded, for if that was 
well temper'd before the Patient was ſeis'd with 
the Diſeaſe, he is like to eſcape better than if 
Scorbutick, Rheumatick, Arthritick, Hydropick, 
Hectict, or otherwiſe Cachectick and Cacochymical. 
Apain, if it be from a firſt Miſchance, and. that 
his Body has been little or nothing uſed to mer- 
curial Medicines, his Cure is the more hopeful, 
and the Diſtemper much ſooner overcome, than 
if the ſame Folly has been often repeated, and 
theſe Remedies as _— reiterated, eſpecially that 
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grand Courſe of a Salivation. - Farthermore, if 
the venercal Poiſon was firſt of all of a more than 
common Malignity, or exceedingly virulent, it 
vill not only make a ſwifter Progreſs (the tem- 
perament alſo fayouring the ſame) and greater 
' waſte upon the Parts it ſeiſeth, but require allo 
the more potent Remedies, the longer Continu- 
ance of them, the ſtricter Regimen of the Pati- 
ent under them, and the greater Judgment, with 
ſedulous Application in - Artiſt, than if the 
ſame proved of a milder Nature, flower in its 


Attacks, and ſubmitring to the gentler Medicines. . 


Laſtly,” As to the Symptoms, where there are on- 
ly ſome cutaneous Eruptions, or ſerpiginous Break- 
ings out on the Superfice of the Body, the Ma- 
lady may be ſooner check'd, than when more deep- 
7 radicated; as when it has eaten into the Uyu- 

and Tonſils, has ſeiſed on the Septum Naſi, or 
its two outſide Supporters; or when the Hu- 
mours are lodged on the Perioſteum, and begin to 
tear in ſunder that ſenſible Membrane; exciting 
rhoſe· nocturnal Vigil, with which thoſe miſera- 
ble People are tormented, it is I ſay ſtill worſe; 

and if Gummata on the Muſcles, and Nodes upon 
the Bones; eſpecially where the Subſtance of 
theſe laſt are eaten into, and cariated by the cor- 


roſive Humour, worſe yet; but worſt of all when 


together herewith, . the Patient's Body is much 
emaciated, and he far advanced in a pocky Hec- 
tick, or a ſecondary and ſymptomatical Conſump- 
tion of his Lungs: Vet even here alſo we have 
more hopes (if a univerſal Colliquation be not al- 
ready on him) than in the primary and original 


Phtibifis ; for we have had Inſtances of fome ve- 


ry deplorable. Caſes of the former ſort, ſurprizing- 
recover'd, by regular Diſcipline and ſuitab 

reſcriptions; ſo that of all the ſeveral Sorts of

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kinds of the Sympromatick, and original Affects of 
this Nature, I ſhould more willingly encounter 
the Yenereal, than any of the reſt, where the Diſ- 
temper eſpecially had been overlook'd, and the 
Body before unacquainted with the Antidote, I 
mean any mercurial Preparation: For whether it 
be that the Nature of this Venom does not fo 
immediately exert its malign Influence on the

ſtill ſo it happens, that where one Perſon is car- 
ried off by a pocky Hefick, (and yet we know, 
although it does not downright lay, it ſeiſeth its 
ten thouſands) we have twenty, I might ſay for- 
ty, melted down, or dry'd away, by thoſe of

ce ſtout Huſbandmen being thus kilb'd by the 
“ ſame Quack (for the World, I think, was ne er 
entirely free from theſe Plagues of Mankind) * in 
« one and the ſame Day, c. 
And how indeed ſhould it happen otherwiſe, 
where they were neither regardfal of their Me- 
dicine, as knowing no Marks to chooſe it by, nor 
purging it from its Ar/enical and ot her deadly Par- 
ticles, by any Way of Preparation: Nor yet what 
Quantity of the ſame was needful; but raſhly and 
at hap-hazard having blended or incorporated the 
ſame with their Ointments, they forthwith (diſre- 
garding the Age, Sex, Conſtitution of Body, or 
other Preparation thereof whatever) ſet upon 
rubbing it 1nto the People's Badies, and then thruſt 
them into Stoves, ſhut up ſo cloſe from the Air, 


that no Man could abide long without hazard of 


Suffocation? After this manner they were anoint- 
ed three or four ſeveral times in a Day, till the 
Salvation riſing ſuddenly upon them, they were 
either choak'd with their Phlegm, and ſudden 
Fluxion of Humours on the Muſcles of the La- 
Nux and Pharynx; grip'd to Death with Bloody 
Dyſenteries; or ſuffocated. for want of room to 
reſpire: All theſe apparently ariſing from the pre- 
po erous Uſe of the Mcdicament, and improper 

anagement, rather than from the Remedy it 
ſelf; which however confeſſedly a Poiſon, and by 
no means fit for ignorant Perſons to med- 
dle withal, yet in the Hands of the {ſkilful and 


experienc'd Artiſt, maſt be allow'd one of the 


moſt excellent of Remedies. Thus Opium, Hel-

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lebore, Cologuigtida, Scammony, and many ae 
that N <-, rat are in ſome ſenſe allowed 
Poiſonous; inimical even in no great Quantities, - 
as well to the fluid, as to the ſolid Parts of a hu- 


man Body, and in great ones, very often lethi- 


ferous or thereunto fatal; and yet without ſome 


of the moſt noxious of them, duly prepar'd for. 


uſe by the experienced Artiſt, and adminiſter d in 
proper Doſes, by the Underſtanding Phyſician, 
the Materia Medica would be very deficient, and 
we ſhould. be at a Loſs to encounter two Parts, 


caſes. 
Let us then no longer amuſe our ſelves with 
needleſs Fears of Danger from the Medicament it 
ſelf, thus duly qualiffed and circumſtantiated; but 
be as careful as you pleaſe, from whoſe Hands you 
receive it, and by whom alſo it is prepar'd for 
Uſe: For our laſt recited Author confefſeth theſe 
Miſcarriages were owing to Plow- men, Farriers, 
Swine-herds, and the moſt ignorant of the Peo- 
ple; who ran about the Streets with their Pots of 
Quickſilver Ointments ; ſoon after the Diſtemper 
with furious Rage came into Germany, deſtroying 
the Inhabitants, after the Manner our People do 
with Buckets of Water, to quench a Fire of an- 
other Nature; but with this difference, that the 
latter do us often very good Service; the former 
more frequently kill'd what the Diſeaſe itſelf (how- 
ever outragious) if left to itſelf, perhaps might 
not, at leaſt would not, have done ſo very ſuddenly. 
And thus far of this great and rincipal Reme- 
dy, its Uſe and · Abuſe, in this Diſtemper z which, 
however, our Countryman Dr. Sydenham would 
not allow to be properly a Specifick, or in a ſtrict 
Senſe, Alexipharmick to the venereal Poiſon z be- 
cauſe, faith he, it produceth its Effects no other 
Ways than by Purgation, Saliyation, or other ma» 


perhaps in three, as well of Chronical as Acute Diſ- 


ty” 


you ſhall gain more upon the 
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nifeſt Evacuation ; and that if anyother Medi- 
cine would excite a_Ptyali/m or Spitting, it would 
be alſo a Specifick thereunto. But I am apt to 


think the Saffrage of the beſt Practitioners, as to 


this particular, lies againſt him, as alſo Matter of 
Fact itſelf; for at this rate other purging Medi- 
cines might ſubdue the virus of the Diſeaſe as well 
as Mercury, which is found quite otherwiſe : It 
being plain, that by twice purging therewith, 

alignity thereof, 
than by many more, without; and that the fame 
is obſerved at ſometimes to encreaſe under other 
Catharticks. We own indeed that it has been 
known, ſome mild Infections of the firſt fort have 
been carried off by other Purgatives; but when 


exceeding in their Virulency, or attended with 


Chancres and other painful Symptoms, the ſureſt 
Relief is by Mercurials : Without which, you 
muſt expect to advance but ſlowly in the Cure, if 
rhe Malady does not improve or encreaſe upon 
you; and ſtill much leſs can you do without, in 
a confirmed Pax. Not to mention that we have 
many Inſtances of ſignal Benefit from this Reme- 
dy (many of which are to be ſeen among the Ob- 
ſervations of Borellus, and indeed daily experienc'd 
by almoſt every Practitioner) when it has had no 
ſuch viſible Operation; but is deſignedly lodged 
in the Body, with fome Opiat or reſtringent Me- 
dicine, that it ſhould not, (for when it preſently 
runs through, it oftentimes affords not that Re- 
lief it would have done, had it d longer) ſo 
that altho? Purgation does after enſue, by which 
the Venom, together with other Humours that 
are ſome way peccant, are now evacuated: Yet 
the fuſing of rhe Blood, by breaking off its Glo- 
bales, attenuating its viſcous Particles, difſolvin 
the venereal Salts, and reſerating the obſtructe

Particles, without which the Purges, which are

ci L Our Author too himſelf owns, that altho? 
the Flux is not reſtrain'd ſometimes, under even a 
mercurial Salivation, yet is the poiſonous Nature 
thereof ſo yanquiſh'd thereby, and the Diſeaſe 
now become ſo mild, and gentle to what it was 


before, that a ſmall Morſel of the common Tur- 


tine, or a ſew Drops of ſome of the natural 
alſams, are ſufficient to accompliſh the Cure. 
And I have already obſerved, that a ſmall Quan- 
tity of the Mercury, well prepared, given with 
a few Purges, will avail more than a great many 
without: So that notwithſtanding a Gleet from 
the relaxed. Parts, ſhould remain after, requiring 
ſome healing or rn yet if the 
Virulency is ſubdued by the former mercurial Ad- 
miniſtration, there is no Reaſon to abject againſt

Thus far our Mechanician, whoſe Words I have 
here cited, that che candid Reader may ſee whe-

I remember, about 15 Years paſt, when a Fe- 
bris mali Moris was raging in this City, an emi- 
nent Practitioner, ſince deceas'd, conceiving the 


morbid Particles thereof lay out of the Reach of 


our common Alexipharmicks, for this Reaſon I 
think ces if not only, of its Yolatility, con- 
ſtantly preſcrib'd Camphire By whoſe Example 
another Gentleman now living, whenever called 
in upon the like Occaſion, took into the ſame 
Practice; till obſerving the little Succels attend- 
ing, the Symptoms frequently exaſperated, and 
the Patient loathing the Medicine, or refuſing to 
ſwallow it, they both of them ſoon after laid aſide 
the Experiment, and came again into the more 
temperate or lefs hazardous Regimen. 

As to my ſelf, I can only ſay thus much thereof; 
that at my firſt ſetting out, taking Mr. Serjeant 
Wiſeman for my Guide, I frequently gave it to m 
clap'd Patients 4 or 5 Grains for a Doſe, in a Pi 
or Bolus, with ſome other Ingredients, among 
which Turpentine was chief, thereby to palliate 
the Heat of Urine, and in Expectation of re- 
moving ſome other Symptoms, as Chordee and 
Priapiſm. But * them generally complain- 
ing of intolerable Sickneſs, with a kind * ſpaſe 


 #0dic Diſorder at the Ventricle, I ſoon ch it 


for the Nitre, with a Draught of Emulſion, and 


was rarely diſappointed-of my Expectation, with- 


out theſe 7 5 aints, ſeldom aſter meddling there- 
with, and ſtill believing, of how excellent Uſe 
ſoever · it may be to the Surgeon, Nature ne'er in- 


tended it for the Phyſicians, excepting in Epithems 
or topical Application. 


* Dr. 
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Dr. Edw. Tyſon, formerly my intimate Acquain- 
tance, Phyſician many Years to the Hoſpital of 
Bethlehem, had entertain'd fo fayourable-an Opi- 
nion thereof, as to think it ſuited to the Caſe of 
Lunacy, and accordingly preſcrib'd it to the ma- 
niacal People: Vet after a continu'd Uſe thereof 
for long Time, with ſome other of the nervous 
Remedies adjoin'd, own'd himſelf at a Loſs to de - 
termine whether it did Good or Harm: For which 
Cauſe, viz. that of its Uncertainty, his Succeſſor 
ſeems to have given a Preference to Mitre allo, 
with gentle Anodynes and Coolers, betwixt the 
times of Evacuations, as more manifeſt in the Ef- 
fects, and conducive allo to bridle the exorbitant 
Motion of the Blood, in ſome eſpecially of the 
more outrageous, and to take off their Fury. So 
that at this preſent, excepting in ſome Hyſterical 
Caſes, where it has been. found ſerviceable, ir is 
among the 1 of Phyſicians of very little 
Repute in Phyſick. And whether or no Dr. Quin 
%s Efſays will again revive it upon theſe Accounts, 
I know not: But what he means by robbing the 
Conflitution of its befſs Defence, a good balſamic 
Blood, by reaſon of @ Salivation, is not eaſy to re- 
concile : the whole Maſs thereof, with the Juices 
thence ſecern'd, in a radicated Pox, being fup- 
pore and that reaſonably roo, polluted. So that 

y draining off the latter, and — . with a 
Supply of a more temperate, ſoft, and ſimple 
Nouriſhment, we are ſo far from impairing the 
Conſtitution, that the ſame is hereby mended, as 
we have intimated in our Preface. But admit the 
Habit were impoveriſh'd, and a FHe#ick ſhould 
enſue, I very much fear that Camphire mixt with 
Aromatics, will neither cure a Pox, prevent the 
Hectick, much leſs, being at hand, do half the 
Service as 4/s's Milk, with the edulcorating Abſor- 
bents, uſually directed 122 Times. 
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Practical Diſſertation 
It might ſeem too great a Digreſſion to purſue 
this Gentleman's mechanic Reaſoning upon the 


ſame Remedy, with reſpect to the Gout, which, 
he fays, puts off its rigid Particles in the form of 
a Tartar, upon the Extremities of the Body, _ 
ticularly the Joints of the Hands and Feet: But 
when we ſeriouſly reflect upon theſe tophous Con- 


cretions, form'd on the Internodes of arthritic Pa- 


tients, we ſhall find the fame to carry a much 
nearer Refemblance to a gypſeous or cretaceous 
(whence they have been commonly termed Chall- 
ſtones) Matter, than any thing zartareous : Wit- 
neſs the drawing of Strokes therewith upon a 
Board, after the Manner of thoſe made by com- 
mon Chalk, or which I'*think they more nearly 
reſemble in their browner Appearance, a piece of 
Loam broke off a Plaiſter-Wall. 

I know an old Man, who altho' diſabled in his 
Feet by this Diſcaſe for twenty Years paſt, yet 
ſits up in his Chair, with his Legs upon a Stool, 
playing almoſt every Night with his Friends at 
Cribbidge ; when, inſtead of Chalk, he ſcores with 
this kind of animal Foſſil, dug out of a Mine in 
the Joints of his great Toes; of which he is ne- 
ver without a Supply in a Box at Hand. How- 
ever, let the rigid Particles be of one kind or the 
other, if Camphire is capable of ſheathing their Aſpe- 
rities, and perſpiring them through the Pores, it ſig- 
nifies very little to the Patient; and a Head turn'd 
for the Purpoſe, may eaſily vary the Explication, 
or aſſiſt in unfolding which way the Effect, as well 
of the Diſeaſe as the Remedy, is brought about.

Bur I 
cannot ſee the Reaſon for ſo much Greaſing or 
Daubing, provided by one half, or a 2 art 
of the Ointment, a ſufficient Portion of the Quick- 
ſilyer may be convey'd, as we ſaid before, in- 
to the Blood; nor to what End any other Ingre- 
dients ſhould be added to the Axungia, beſides the 
Terebinth. which, as I conceive, are more like to 
hinder, eſpecially the Species or Powders, by in- 
farcting or ſtopping up the Pores, than to for- 
ward the Operation, for which they were intend- 
ed.

Be Sydenham indeed tells us, the Salivation muſt 
take its Courſe, by which the mercurial, together 
with the pocky Venom, ſufficiently fpend them- 
ſelves ; needing no other Help or Way of Evacuz- 
tion. But certainly, as I have ſometimes found, 
we” tis 
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'tis ill truſting hereunto; for the Sluices being ſet 
open, ſo great a Colliquation, both of nutritive 
as well as excrementitious Juices, hath happen'd 
at theſe Times, that if the Current were not other- 
ways to be diverted, and the Tone of the Blood 
after invigorated, there are ſome of theſe Perſons 
would be in Danger of ſpitting out their Lives, or 
falling into a Conlumption ; others from the im 
veriſh'd and languid.

will be unavoidably excited by the mercurial Par- 
ticles got into his Blood. However, a lenient 
Purgative two or three Days before, and the ta- 
kinga way a little Blood, from thoſe eſpecially of 
2 more ſanguine Temperament or plethorick Ha- 
bit, as alſo a more than ordinary Abſtinence for 
ſuch ſpace of Time, may be neceſſary to keep un- 
der a Fever, Dyſentery or Bloody Flux, In- 
flammation of the Parts; as alſo to moderate ſome 
other Symptoms which might create Trouble, 
when theſe Remedies are not ſo fit to be put in 
Practice.

Again, it is not unuſual in railing a Salivation, Hemorrhage 


or during the ſame z(eſpecially where there are 
ſome rotten Teeth) for a Blood Veſfel, or ſome 
ſmall Artery to burſt open, by Reaſon of the 
ſtronger Pulſation than ordinary at ſuch Times, 
the Circulation being now ſomewhat impeded by

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At theſe Times, a little Pellet of Lint, covered 
over with the fine Powders of crude Alum or 
Vitriol, or dipt in, and expreſt from the Mg. 
Stipt. Regalis, and thruſt cloſe down into the Ca- 
vity, ſecures the Effuſion, being held tight by 
the Finger for a little while; or when the Situ- 
ation fayours, a Compreſs dipt in Oxycrate. cum 
alb. Ov. laid over the ſaid Pellet, and the Jaws 
ſhut cloſe, may ſerve in Place thereof, and fave 
the Aſſiſtant, or Artiſt himſelf, the former 
Trouble. Mr. Viſeman recommends an E 
boil'd hard, and held betwixt the Tecth, 
provided the bleeding Veſſel can be thereby com- 
preſs'd: But I remember once to have met 
with a Flux of this Nature, ſo very impetuous, 
the Blood being very hot, and as it were boiling, 
as well as ſharp and ſerous, that being call'd up 
in the Night, and finding it the ſafeſt Way to 
ſecure the Work, I clapt a Steel Probe made 
red hot, into the Socket, whence a rotten Tooth 
had been ſome time before extracted, and by the 
Side of which I perceived the Blood ſpurt out; 
which Inſtrument I had by me, always prepar'd 
with a larger Button End than ordinary, ſerv- 
ing as a Cautery for ſuch like Uſes; and there- 
by immediately ſearing the Veſſel, reſtrain'd the 
Flux. The like Accident ſometimes happens at 
the Separation of the Sloughs, on the Sides of 
the Cheeks; bur here a little Oxycrate held inthe 
Mouth will do the Buſineſs; or where, the 
Bleeding is inconſiderable, it may be let alone to 
run off with the Lympha, which is only ſtreak - 
ed or diſcolour'd there with, perhaps for three or 
four Days, without any Detriment other ways: 
If it ſnould laſt longer, diſcharging in any con- 
ſiderable Quantity, to the weakening of; the Pa- 
tient, ſome reſtringent Liquor, ſuch as the 452

Me have already taken Notice of the Diar- 
rhea, which is apt to ariſe at the Beginning, 
and directed you how to guard againſt it, giving 
our reſtringent and opiate Remedies both in 
fſer Quantity, and at greater Intervals, as the 
Complaint leſſens; wholly to diſcontinue 
them, when the Gripes and Looſneſs are repreſt: 
After which, if you find upon renewing the mer- 
curial Medicine, whether inwardly or outwardly, 
notwithſtanding all Endeavours, by Reaſon of 
ſome HNioſyncracy in the Patient before remark'd, 
the fame will ſtill take to the Inteſtinal Glands, 
inſtead of thoſe of the Maxillar or Sublingual; 
u may leave the ſaid Flux a little while, if 
is Strength permits, and the Symptoms are not 
too preſſing, to ſpend itſelf together with the 
venereal Venom, it carries along with it; and 
which I have known entirely remov'd this Way; 
only taking Care to ſheath the Inteſtines (whole

not ſufficing, you mult proceed to greater Aus- 
dynes, and even Opiates themſelves, as we for- 
merly preſcrib'd, to take off this Complaint. But 
the cont to this Accident is an over Coſtive- 
neſs, which ſeldom falls out (I mean fo as to 
hinder or retard the Salivation) in Compariſon 
of Rhe Looſneſs and Blocdy-Flux. Indeed at

hot and dry, that the Patient ſpits but little, al- 
dice though his Chaps are much inflam'd and ſore, if 
| he has been without a Stool for ſome Days paſt, 
it may be proper to throw up a laxative oremol- 
lient Clyſter, ſuch as warm Milk with Sugar and 
Oil; or if the inteſtinal Fibres are very ſluggiſh, 

a little common Salt may be put in; alſo a Su 
politory ex Spec. Hier. pic. Sal. gem. & Melle 
cot. ac Magnitudinis propriæ conformat. which 
emptying his Bowels, and cooling his Body, may 
probably diſpoſe him to a freer Spitting. Now 
alſo a greater Liberty may be granted him in 
his Liquors, of which, for the better diluting 
of his Blood; let him drink freely; as of Small- 
beer warmed with a Toaſt, Barly- water, a ſmall 
Sack-whey or Poſſet-drink; alſo by Way of Di- 
et, Water-gruel, Oatmeal-Caudle, ſmall Chicken 
or Veal] Broth, ſometimes allowing him a roaſted 
Pippin, if his Mouth will ſuffef it, or a few 
ſtew'd Prunes, with ſuch other opening, cool - 
ing and diluting Liquids, as are forbidden thoſe 

who are ſubject to the Diarrhea or Looſeneſs. 
There are yet two other Supervenients, at 
| ſome times perphning a mercurial Ptyaliſm; and 
alſo endangering the Patient's Life; I mean the 
| riſing and too ſudden e of the ſame, as it were all at 
rinvance of once, by which he may be choak'd or ſtrangled: 
te Scrat. And its over long Continuance, after the Time of 
its expected Declenſion, by which the nutritious 
Juices being thus conſtantly drain'd away, there

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The beſt Way to prevent the former, I have 
already acquainted you, is to begin with the leſ- 
ſer Doſes, and when you find the Humours tend- 
ing upwards, to proceed warily, intermicting a 
Day, two or three, as there may ſeem Cauſe, the 
Repetition of the Medicine; ſince it is allow'd 
much eaſier to move it forward, than to call it 
off, when too far advanced. Bur if by any un- 
foreſeen Accident, eas the uncommpn Proneneſs 
of the ſanguineous Maſs to be melted down, or 
broken by the Particles of the Mercury; or be- 
ing thus colliquated, to this particular Diſcharge 
by the Glands of the Fauces, the Parts of theſe 
laſt ſhould of a ſudden inflame and tumefy, by 
which the Sick is already brought into apparent 
Danger; you are immediately to make all the 
Derivation and Revulſion that you can poſſibly, 
that he may be reſcu'd therefrom; as by ſharp 
Clyſters, prepared ex Deco#. com. Clyſter. in 
which are to be diſſolved the Conf. Hamech. Spec. 
Hier. Sal. G. or a ſmall Quantity of the Pulp of 
Coloquintida, tied up in a Rag, may be decoct- 
ed with the other Ingredients; alſo ſome Ca- 
thartick Medicine may be taken by the Mouth, 
when the ſame can be ſwallowed: Bleeding un- 
der the Tongue, in the Arm, and by Cu "Prog 
with Scarification on the Top of the Shoulders; 
ſharp and large Bliſtering between the ſame, and 
behind the Ears, extending along the Jugulars, 
on each Side of the Neck; at the ſame Time 
ſome moderate inciding and attenuating Vu! of 
riſm may be thrown into the Throat with a Sy- 
ringe, to clear the fame from any viſcous Phlegm'z 
fack as the Decoct. pro Syr. de Althea, cum r. 
de quinque Rad. Limon. Acetoſ. Citri; or the De- 
coctum Pectorale, a little ſharpen'd cum Spir. Nitr. 
d. Spir. Sulph. aut Vitriol. adding hereunto the 
M4 Hr.

Idæig or | 
e like; taking heed you meddle not with re- | 
percutient or reſtringent Gargles, (as ſome have 
adviſed) too haſtily, which by incraſſating and 
locking up the Humours in the Glands, would 
farther hazard a Suffocation: Inſtead of which, 
where the ſaid Humb urs are viſcous, beſides the 
Injection before- mentioned, you may give your 
Patient warm Draughts of the ſame Decoctions 
inwardly, and where his Lungs are more than or- 
dinarily ſtuffed wich a tough and viſcid Phlegm, 
as is uſual to ſome cold, bulky and aſthmatick 
Perſons, he may take a Spoonful of the Ol. Li- 
ni. rec. S. J. Extr. if his Stomach can well 
bear the ſame; with a like Proportion of the Qx- 
ym. fimpl. or the Oxymel Scylliticum itſelf, in ſuch 
quantity, may be ſwallow!d between whiles, in 
à Draught of the pectoral Decoction; which is 
found beyond moſt other Medicines, to free the 
obſtructed Bronchiæ, and promote Expectorati- 
on: But the chief Relief depends upon divert- 
ing the Stream of Lymph the contrary Way, viz.

Surgery, Vol. 1. Sect. 2. p. 111. When it is ve- 
nertal, you are to judge by ſome other Symptom 
of the Diſeaſe preceding, or with which it 4s at 
preſent complicated; as if the Patient has for- 
merly had a Running, or has at preſent any ſer- 
piginous Ulcers, Puſtulæ, or yellowiſh * Scabs, 
about the Scalp, or other Parts of his Body: But 
if none of theſe appear, and the Information can- 
not be got without Hazard of Offence 3 yet if 
there be no A e of a ffrumous Dyſcraſy, 
and that the Diſeaſe has been regularly treated 
by Bleeding, purging with Lenients, Bliſtering, 
refrigerating, repelling and anodyne Coliyria, in 
the beginning ot the Fluxion ; as we obſerve in 
diſcourſing of the frumous Ophthalmy : If after 
theſe, I ſay, together with Derivation and Re- 
vulſion made by Setons and Fontanels inter Sca- 
pulas, Leeches to the Temples and behind. the . 
Ears, the Malady ſtill encreaſeth; there may be 
Cauſe to ſuſpe& ſome latent Infection of this 
Kind, which hath given Riſe to the ſame, and 
for which you muſt have Recourſe to Calomela- 
nos, giving over-night gr. xv. or gj: with a little 
Pulp of the Conf.

Married Man, having been out in 
Company, drinking harder than u- 
ſual, had no ſooner left them, but 
became a Prey to one of the Night- 

walkers in Cheap/ide, who having 
pick'd him up, and carry'd him to the Tavern, 
not only empty'd his Pocket of his Money, but 
clap'd him alſo. Some few Days after finding 
Diſturbance from his Water, it paſſed for the 
Stone or Gravel, to which he had been former- 
ly ſubject ; till the Running appearing, made 
his Diſeaſe manifeſt ; for Relief of which he 
went privately from one Quack to another, till 
the ſame increaſing, he could no longer conceal 
it from his Wife, who ſent for me. He had 
been now ill about four Months, having a large 
chancrous Ulcer, that had almoſt devoured one 
Side of the Glaus; from the exquiſite Pain of 
which, the Prepuce, which lay always back, was 
ſo inflam'd and tumefy'd, as to occaſion a Peri- 
pbimoſis; by which the Neck of the ſaid Glaus, 
as alſo the Prepuce itſelf, was fo ſtraiten'd, that 
there ſeemed Danger of a Gangrene. Beſides 
this, there was alſo a very large and virulent Diſ- 
charge from the Meatus, or a conſtant Stillici- 
dium of an ** Matter; the oy 
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dules in each Inguen being alſo ſwell'd and hard, 
but without Inflammation, and which ſeem'd 
rather Symptomatical, or the Reſult of the Pain 
and Fluxion upon the adjoining Parts. = 

Having mixt up ſome Precip. rub. with my 
Digeſtive, and therewith arm'd a Pledgit, I laid 
it gently upon the Ulcer; then cauſing an cmol- 
lient and diſcufient Decoction to be provided of 
the Fol. Malve, Verbaſc. Summit. Cemtaur. Hype- 
ric. cum Flor. Chamomel. Melilot. Sambuc. the one 
half was uſed as a Fomentation, the other being 
thicken'd with Farin. Fabar. was after applied 
all round the Prepuce, as a Pultis. In order to 
take off his Stranguria, which ſtill continu'd, 
and demulce the Acrimony of the Humour, he 
was directed conſtantly an Emulſion, ex Sem. Me- 
lon. Lactuc. & Papav. alb. in Ag. Hord. and for 
the ſpeedier Eaſe of the Parts thus greatly pain- 
ed, I vomited him with gr. x. of the Turp. Min. 
having a ſtrong Conſtitution ro work upon (and 
which I had reaſon to believe under ſome of the 
former Undertakers, had been uſed to mercurial 
Remedics) which moved him eight or nine 
Times 2 and gave him ſeveral Stools. 
Abating ſome what of his Complaints, and leſſen- 
ing the Flux of Humours; two Days after I pre- 
vail'd for the Repetition of the ſame Medicine; 
as knowing it the beſt and quickeſt Way to help 
him, and by which I perceived the Preputium 
much relaxed, the Chancre alſo better deterg'd 
and ſoftenꝰd; I propoſed therefore going on with 
the ſame once in two Days, ill 1 had raiſed a 


light Spitting; but my Patient having much Bu- 
fineſs upon his Hands, as alſo Acquaintance com- 
ing in to viſit, would by no means riſque his 
Reputation (on which a handſome Living was 
depending) by the Diſcovery.

After which I ſet him upon the Stool, and fu- 
med both the Glans and Prepuce with the Cin- 
nabar, as before directed in our Diſcourſe; from 
whence, after the. third or fourth Fumigation, 
the Malignity being perfectly overcome, the Cal - 
loſity alſo, as well on the Glans as Preputium, ſo 
ſoften'd, that the latter was now capable of be- 
ing — over, and again returned, with little 
Difficulty : All which Time he was ſtill conſtant- 
ly purged with or without the Calomel. ſo as to 
avoid making his Mouth ſore, and keep under a 
Salivation. The Glands. in [nguine reſolved af- 
ter his ſecond Vomit, and quickly after the third, 
the Chancre being freed from its callous Ed

for leſs than a Minute perhaps, as he acknow- 
ledg'd, the Glans Penis on a momentary Erecti- 
on, was impreſt, and preſently flag'd. without 


my Method be enterpriz'd, they muſt either {a

he began to complain of his Water more than

his Groins, with Scabs upon the Scalp,” and 
other /erpiginous Eruptions on his Body; of all 
"which he was deſirous to be cured, but unwill-

ing to take Medicines. I told him plainly his 
beſt Way would be to ſalivate; otherwiſe he 
might probably be obliged to take a great many; 
and perhaps too (conſidering his Condition) in- 
effectually. I began howeyer with the Symp- 
roms, Jprinkling the Chancre with the Præcipit. 
rub. and laying over a thin Pledgit of Diapom- 
pholigos. His Running was overlooked, intend» 
* Spirrings which would be a Means. of 
ſubduing the Virulency; beſides there was no 
room for Purging,;-becauſe the Bubo was too far 
advanced, to admit of Reſolution: Wherefore, 


laying on a Plaiſter of Diachylon cum Gummis, 


he took his uſual Method as to eating and drink- 
ing, for about a Week; when the Matter com- 
ing forward in the Tumour, I applied a Cauſtick, 
and diſcharg'd the ſame; dreſſing the Eſchar al- 
ter with Lenients, which being caft off, I fill'd 
up the Ulcer with the Precip. rub. in order to 
deterge, with the Digeſtive over; ſowfietimes al- 
ſo mixing the ſaid Præcipit. therewith. During 
this the Chancre grew {till ſordid and mort cat 
lous, as well as the Edges of the Ulcer in the 
Groin fretful and Phagedenick; upon which, 
without farther Delay, I prevail'd for his Con- 


finement, 2 him à very careful Nurſe, 


(who was uſed to attend my Patients at theſe tal) 
and a ſuitable Lodging not far remote, that 
might more readily viſit him; ordering preſently 


a couple of Boles to his Apothecary, each con-

Night and Morning; next 
Day the ſame, ſo again the third and fourth: 
By which Time, although he had two, and ſome- 
times three Stools in a Night and Day, he found 
his Gums, Tongue, and inſide of his Cheeks,

the Account of his Diarrhea, he was' kept 
ſtrictly to the Deco#. C. C. C. ſometimes a ht- 
tle burnt Claret with zj. of the Conf. oe 1 
m. and by the Time be had taken ziij. of the 
Calomel. his Mouth. was. much ulcerated, and his 
Tongue ſwell'd; fo that we left off, and he ſpit 

lentifully, but was very reſtleſs and uneaſy, by 
eaſon of his ſore Chaps. 

In about a Fortnight the Chancre grew well 
diſpoſed, the Ulcer alſo in his Groin was con- 
tracted to one half of its former Compals z the 
Lips ſubſiding, ahd beginning to cicatrize' from 


the Edges, and by that time he got through his 


Courſe, at the End of five or ſix and twenty 
Days, he not only was cleared of theſe, but in a 
Manner his Running alſo, which was preſent- 
ly after healed with a little of the balſamick Re · 
medy. But, notwithſtanding all imaginable Care, 
by a flannel Muffler, to ſecure theſe Parts from 
the cold Air, by the Time his Salivation was at 
the height, or a little before, the Glands were 
ſo filled and diſtended by the Inflammation; his 
Tongue alſo ſo exceedingly tumefy d, that his 


Mouth was by no means able to contain it: For 
the Tip thereof hung out beyond his Teeth and 


Lips, more than an Inch, ſeveral Days; his 
Jaws were allo lock'd, that we were forced to 
roll up a Rag, and tye it round, thruſting one 
in at each Corner of his Mouth. Being redu- 


ced to this Extremity, he was all that Time un- 


able to e writing his- Mind on a Paper, or 
making Signs of his Wants by his Fingers, point- 
ing to his Nurſe. What farther added to his 
Difficulty, was the Viſcoſity of the Lympha, at 
ſome times, which endanger'd: his being almoſt 


ſtrangled therewith ; and indeed if he had not 
had a very careful Woman always at his Elbow,

I was very deſirous he ſhould have his Cure, 
and unwilling therefore (if I could help it) to 
take off the Flux, till it had farther ſpent itſelf. 
However, for fear of the worſt, I Gretked an 
emollient Clyſter to be thrown up daily, when 
it was at the height, which gave him a Stool,

= A Gentleman from the Eafi-1u- 
dies, very crazy his whole Voyage home, was 
brought ſo very low when he came aſhore, that 
he was ſcarce able to walk without Support:

He had alſo 
ſometime paſt Neues with Caries on the Shin- 
Bones, which, were exfoliated and healed u 

But his freih Complaint was chiofly of his

Min, which ſcarce 
moved him, he had been ſo uſed to that and ſome 
other mercurial Preparations. 'The next Day I 
gave him gr. xij. with as much Calomel. in a Bo 
us, intending to repeat the ſame, in Order to a 
gentle Ptyaliſm; but it now ran downwards at 
once, with Dyſentery, Gripes, and bloody 
Stools, in ſpite of all our Endeavours by corro- 
borating Clyſters, reſtringent Electuaries, Ano- 
dynes, Opiates, or whatever elſe we could do 
to prevent it : So that we were forced to give 
over.

Diacodium when he went to Bed. 
There ſeems upon each Leg to be forming an 
Exoftofis, which are at preſent covered over with 
mercurial Plaiſters: What the Event will certainly 
be I cannot ſay, tho' it is much to be doubted he 
will at length drop under a Hectick; out oſ 


which it has not been but with much Difficulty, 


and regular Living, chiefly upon a Milk Diet, 
that he has been kept for ſome Years paſt. His 
Friends being tired out, and a good Woman 
undone by an Expchce too great for her Ability, 

he may ſtill indeed be ſaid to ſubſiſt, tho? it be 
very miſerably. 

This Hiſtory is (et down as a Caution to the 
young Surgeanh that he by no Means overlook 
theſe kind of latent or conceal'd Chancres; Fot 
if this had been early brought in View, or art- 
fully provided for, tis more than probable the

Upon taking off his Cloaths, and turning up his 
Shirt Sleeve, I felt a large Exoftofis Yurrounding 
the Os Mumeri, and reaching from two or three 
Finger's Breadth above the Cubir, to as many 
below the Axilla; for which he faid he had un- 
dergone all Sorts of anointing (unleſs mercurial, 
the principal one, at leaſt his Chaps were never 
affected thereby) Fomentauons, — and 
Plaifters. He had then one of the latter upon 
che Part, which was de Ranis cum Mercurio, 
given him by a Friend as a great Secrct. . 
Upon farther Enquiry I found his Pain was 
chiefly x troubleſome a Nights; ſo that he had 
not gone to Bed otherwiſe than lying down with 
his Cloaths on for a Twelve-month paſt. I 
made no doubt of its being venereal, altho' he 
ſtrenuouſly deny'd it; yet I was told after (b 
another Perſon who had had him then und 
Oare)' that he had a Running about ſeven Years 
before.

I propoſed a Salivation, as the likelieſt Relief, 
but he would not hear of ir. He had been laſt 
under the Preſcriptions of Dr. C-— who vo- 
mited him twice a Week, I ſuppoſe with the 
Turpeth. Min, (tho' it never made his Mouth 
ſore) in order to make a Revulſion. Bur the 
Medicine working roughly, and he not finding 
pre Benefit, threw off the Method, as he 

ad done divers others before, ſtill liſtening after 
every new Remedy he could hear of. I order'd 
him the Æthiops with a Decoction of the Woods, 
ſweating him twice a Week with the Cinnab. 
Antimon. drinking after it a large Draught of 
the ſame Decoction, as hot as he could ſuffer it; 
and taking Care more eſpecially (by hot Bricks 
wrapt up if Flannel, and laid cloſe upon each 
ſide) to promote the Perſpiration of that Mem- 
ber, applying afterwards. a Cinnabarine Empla- 
ſter. This Courſe we proſecuted near three 
Weeks (a long time for a Perſon accuſtomed to 

hange his Phyſician as often as his Shirts) when

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On the Outſide was laid a thin Pledgit of Ung. 
Tutie, mix'd up with a little Precip: rub. to 
keep down the luxuriant Fleſh ;/ covering his 
Node alſo with the Empl. ex Cinnab. of Df.

Sweat with a Draught of hot Mace Ale, cover- 
ing him cloſe up for that Purpoſe. When after 
the third Unction, the Medicine took readily to 
the Glandules about the Fauces, without any 
Looſneſs (for which I had given Directions) or 
other Accident whatever; ſo that ſoon after the 
fourth anointing, he flaver'd freely, and which 
we kept up with a little Calomel, given once or 
twice, as it ſeemed to decline, for two or three 
and twenty Days. All which Time he was al- 
lowed to drink plentifully of what Liquors he 
liked beſt, as Poſſet-drink, thin Gruel, ſmall Beer 
with a Toaſt, and ſometimes a little Wine boil'd 
88 a half Quantity of Spring-Water, as a 
rdial. After this he was well Purge, weat- 
ed, and drank his Diet-drink : His Pains being 
now entirely taken off, altho* his Shin- bones ap- 
{till nodous or uneven. But the next 
pring, which was about fix Months afterwards, 
he began again to-complain, not only of his Legs, 
but of his Arms alſo : Whereupon the Captain 
being gbing abroad, was prevailed on by his Wife 
(rtowhom the Lad was made a Preſent) to take 
him along with him, and leave him in his own 
Country: Which the poor Boy never liv'd to 
ſee, as dying in the Voyage. | |

Caſe of ſomewhat the like Nature, was 
preſented from a Counſellor of the T-=le, 
who having contracted for a Black to wait on 
him; before he paid his Money, ſent him with 
another of his Seryants to have my Opinion of 
a Swelling upon one fide of his Face, which 
they ſaid was only owing to the Tooth-ach : Up- 
on inſpecting the Inſide of his Mouth, I diſco- 
vered Matter (preſſing my Finger on the Out- 
fide) to ariſe out of the Socket of one of his 
backward Teeth, which ſeemed very rotten, 
and by. extracting which, I ſent word to the 
Maſter, I believed the Swelling would fink on 


the Outlide z as is common with 4b/ceſ/es from 


rotten Teeth : But to my own Diſcredit, I found 
it otherwiſe, fot after the drawing out of that, 
and another that was cariated juſt by, I found 
it to be a true Spina or Exoſtoſis, affecting that 

whole Side of the lower Mandible, and pa 
its Matter from a little below the Condyl, thro” 
the Alveoli of the Dentes Molares, or grinding 
Teeth on the ſame Side; encreaſing daily in its 
Tumefaction: He had alſo, as I heard after, a 
Gummi upon his Arm, with another on the Small 
of his Leg. So that I perceiv'd it was to little 
Purpoſe for me to ſpend more Time about him, 
eſpecially in the Chirurgery; and his Maſter 
thinking he had already paid too much Money 
for him, what became of. him afterwards I ne- 
ver heard; being (I ſuppoſe on this very Ac- 
count) no farther concern'd in the Family, nor 
to this Day fatisfy'd for the Trouble I had with 
bim. This I have purpoſely ſet down, as a Cau- 
tion to the younger Practitioners more thay

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ly, that they make no Prognoſtick too haſtily 


without due Inſpection of the Caſe, and more 
mature Deliberation than was taken in this.

An Ozzna, Cephalæa, with Nodes, and 4 
| * rotten Cranium. 


Gentleman of a very ſober Life, and 
Ez; otherwiſe good Habit of Body, 
from an ill-cur'd Clap, abeur a do- 
zen Y ears before, tho”-in that Time 
© 7rP he had married two Wives, neither 
of them in the leaſt tainted, as I could under- 
ſtand, complain'd of a ftubborn Head-ach ; for 
which he had taken diverſe Medicines from his 
Apothecary z had been purged, let Blood, as well 
by the Lancet as Cuppine, bliſter d alſo, but with- 
out Relief, the Cauſe of his Hineſs not bei 
ſuſpected. Applying to me, I obſerv'd a litt 
Riſing on the upper part of his. Forehead, about 
the bigneſs of a ſmall Nut, which gave me the 
firſt Suſpicion of his Diſtemper. I likewiſe took 
Notice of a Stuffing in his Noſtril, that ſome- 
what alrer'd the Tone of his Voice, and he ble 
out, as he told me, a large cruſty Scab like Sub- 
ſtance, every Morning, which had been formed 


in the Night, like a hollow Plug, taking Shape 


from the inſide of the Part, one of which he 
ſnew'd me, which would again regenerate by 


the Evening: Whence I concluded there was a 


foul "Uſer within, and that his Cafe was * 
real. 
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real. Taking an Opportunity, Iput the Queſti- 
on to him, and he own'd, as abovemention' d, his 
former Miſhap; but being well for ſo man 
Years, he (as many others have been) was diffi- 
cultly reconciled to a Belief, that this Complaint 
could proceed thence, and that it was rather an 
Aue, as ſome of his Friends perſuaded him, in 
his Head, returning ſo conſtantly a- Nights; un- 
der this Apprehenſion he had taken a large Quan- 
tity of the Bark. abs . 
As I could not recede from my former Decla- 
ration, I would not propoſe to do him any Ser- 
vice unleſs by Salivation : But his Concerns in 
Merchandiſing being very great, would by no 
means at preſent allow his getting out of. the 
Way: So that to palliate for a while, he took 
ſometimes a Doſe of Calomelanos, purging it off 
again the next, or the Day following. His Head 
being ſhaved, was bathed with a Solution ex 36. 
Camphore in 3j. Laud. liquid. and the Node co- 
ver'd with a mercurial Emplaſter, under which 
in few Days it ſcemed loſt ; but the Head-ach 
ſtill· continuiog, I apply'd upon the whole Scalp 
an We iel, and order'd it ſhould lie there for 
Aa Week or ten Days: During the Diſcharge, 
which was 8 his Pains remitted much, 
and he got his Reſt, complaining of little more 
than the Smart or —.— of the Veſications. 
For his Noſtril I likewiſe preſcribed a Decocti- 
on en Summit. Centaur. Hyperic. ana M. in ag. 
Herd. tf ad Ziv. Colature quibus fuere addita 
. Mel Roſar. & 3. Tinft. Myrr. & Aloes in 
ino albo Extract. to be thrown up in the way 
of Injection, with a Snout Syringe z by the Uſe 
whereof, the. Ulcer was vie, deterged, and 
better diſpos'd for healing, which I was in hopes

to compleat after, by = Cinnabar-Fumigation. 
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But the Bliſter drying up, the Head-ach return'd 
with as great Violence as before, having taken 
away his A mo, and brought him very low, 
being forced out of his Bed a-Nights, or obliged, 
notwithſtanding his Recourſe to Opiates, to fit 
up the greater part therein, or till towards the 

orning, when he got ſome Sleep; the Node 
at ſome times riſing and again diſappearing, ſo 


that there was great reaſon to fear the Cranium 


in Danger to be touled, and by a longer Delay, 
the Caſe render'd ſtill more formidable, if not 
fatal, by a Conſumption thence ariſing. 

Upon this Alarm, he immediately prepat'd as 
fora Journey, by way of Recovery of his Health 
at Bath; and was lodg'd in his Apothecary's 
Houle, where I attended him, and began by a- 
nointing his Legs and Arms, once a Day, towards 
Night; after which he was put into his warm 
Bed, with a Sup or two of burnt Claret, be- 
tween Flannel Sheets, the Weather being cold, 
his Cap, Muffler, and Shirt alſo of the ſame, pro- 
vided and put on, together with his Drawer; 
and Woollen Hoſe. 

After the third Unction, he complain'd of 
Gripes, to which a Diarrhea enfued for two or 
three Days, which hindred the Adyance of the 
Salivation, and put us by the farther Proceeding, 
till this Symptom was removed by a Mixture of 
the Conf. Fracaſt. the Decoftum alb. with a few 
Drops of the Laud. lig. Cydon. in his mull'd Wine, 
as the Exigence of the Caſe requir'd. His Chaps 
nevertheleſs began to grow fore and wheal'd, 
with the Glandules turgid, and the Lining there: 
of excoriated. __” 

The third Night after our laſt Un&ion, we 
expended one half of the remainder of our uſual 
Compoſition ; preceding to which, a 35 
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had been thrown up ex 5 Decocti albi 3. We- 
riacæ ac Ovi Vitello, and putting him to Bed, a 
Drachm of the Confectio, as a Bolus, taken in- 


wardly, to ſecure the running downwards of the 


Mercury: And the next Night the reſt, from 
whence the Day following, the Sloughs encrea- 


ſed, and the Looſneſs moderated, he began to 


ſpit in few Days after, the Quantity amounting 
to three Pints in a Night and Day; to which it 
was kept up for about twenty, when his Com- 
plaint of his Head ceaſing, his Node ſmooth and 
flat, and his Noſtril diſcharging only the com- 
mon Mucus, he grew reſtleſs and impatient on 
the Account of his Affairs, and contrary to all 
Perſuaſion to have it carried higher or longer 
continued, without ſweating, purging, or Diet, 
reſolv d on his return home ina cold \ Winter Even- 
ing, pretending he would finiſn what remain'd 
unoblerved there, How this after Regimen was 
proſecuted, I know not, it being no ways thought 
8 that I ſhould viſit him, leſt the Family, 
ut particularly his Wife, ſhould entertain ſome 
Jealouſy of what they had hitherto been kept 
entirely ignorant. But after three Months, I 
was inform'd by the Apothecary, that the Ce- 
phalea was return'd, as alſo the cruſty Matter 
from the Noſtril, the Septum — to give 
way, by the upper part ſinking at the ſetting on 
of the Cartilage to the Bones. 
Theſe Complaints encreaſing, and his Pains 
harraſſing him now as well by Day as in the Nights, 
about a Year after the Salivation, he conſulted 
that worthy Phyſician Dr. C——w, at whole 
Houſe I mer him by Appointment, where it was 
agreed between us, that as nothing but a mercu- 
rial Remedy was likely to be of Service, fo no- 


thing more probable for the ſame Purpoſe, than 
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the crude. Mercury in the Union : The Calome- 
lanos, however ſuited to ſome light Infections, 
being deem'd inſufficient by the beſt Practition- 


ers, to eradicate this Diſeaſe confirm'd by length 


of Time. However, it was neceſſary it ſhould 
be carry'd to a greater height, and continu'd lon- 
ger: In the mean while till the fame was enter- 
priz d, no Medicine related to that Tribe was 
to be adminiſter'd. + 
He was very unwilling to hearken to this Sen- 
tence, by reaſon of his former Diſappointment, 
and therefore defer'd it till the Node again app 
ing, and growing almoſt diſtracted with his Pain, 
with the Fear of his Noſe falling, drove him to 
a Compliance; and we began the ſecond Unction 
in his own Houſe, the Diſeaſe being given out 
for a cancerous Humour inthe Head. ©" 
This, as the former, with due Precaution, was 
uſed once a Day for twice, and then each other, 
till his Mouth again appear'd well ſlought, and 
the ſame more Ferty t, his Looſneſs being 
little troubleſome to us, and conſequently the 
ſpitting ſooner up, which continu'd plentiful for 
near a Month, when it began to decline; about 
which Time we were in LT Danger of his 
ſinking, through his exceſſive Weakneſs, under 
a Syacope or Deliguium, when the Phyfician be- 
fore conſulted, was call'd in, and perceiving the 
great Languor of his Spirits, advis'd the ſupport- 
ing them with proper Cordials, and Volatiles up- 
on the return of the Paroxyſms, if any more 
ſhould fall out, together with good Broths, and 


a little Wine mixt with his Panada. 


I was very much concern'd to ſee his Noftrils 
fill foul, and that ſlonghy Mucus, however nei- 
ther ſo dry or cruſty, nor yer fo often as before, 


diſcharg'd, and therefore that we might _ 
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pliſh the Work, was willing to have it carry'd 
as high as his Strength would admir, and to have 
a Witneſs thereof before it dropt. His Head-ach 
it's true was gone, and the Node again quite le- 
vel'd, yet a thickneſs of the Membrane was per- 
ceptible under the Skin. | Se 

Coming out of his Salivation, and a little re- 
cruited, he was /weated, purged gently, and diet- 
ed; a Sarſa Decoftion. alſo with Milt, likewiſe 
Aſſe's Milk, in regard of his thin Habit, to ſoften 
and temper his Blood, and ſecure him from grow- 
ing hectical, were preſcribed, and regularly pur- 
ſu'd for ſeveral Weeks: And his Noſtril was 

now fumed with the Cinnabar, in hopes of diſ- 
| poſing the ſtubborn Ulcer within, which ſtill 
continued an ill-favour'd Mucus, to dry up: But 
fancying after once or twice uſing, that his Head 
was diforder'd thereby, he would not ſuffer it to 
be repeated, as it ought, ſo that notwithſtand- 


ing all our Endeavours, fo obſtinately riveted was 


this Infection, that after ſix Months, all which 
Time it ſeem'd as *twere \mother'd, the Snake re» 


viy'd, the former Symptoms return'd, and the 


little Fleſh he had gather'd in this Interval of 
Eaſe and Quiet from the old Diſturbance, was 
quickly loſt again, by the return of broken Nights, 
recourſe to Opiates, together with aloſt or puny 
Stomach, the effect thereof, with this farther re- 
markable Operation of the ſaid Opiate, promo- 
ting ſo vaſt a Secretion by the Glandules of the 
Kiln. as came up to a Diabetes, unleſs differ- 
ing herein, that as the latter being lymphatic, is 
more ponderous, this as merely ſerous, was much 
ighter, as that is uſually ſweet to the Taſte like 
oney, this was rather inſipid or taſteleſs, like 
fair Water, or that-made by Hypochondriacal and 
Hyſterical People under ſome Commotion or Di: 
| X 3 ſturbance 
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ſturbance of Mind, Surprize or other Occur- 
rence : A great Thirſt likewiſe attended this, as 
in the other, ſo that drinking large Quantities of 
Liquors in the Night, when this Flooding al- 
ways attended, the Dil:harge was not fo diſpro- 
N as happens in the other Diſtemper. 
owever, the poor Man was brought ſo low, 
between the Pain and the Concomitant Acci- 
dents, as to be ſcarce able to keep up till ſome 
Hours before Nigbt came on, the forepart of 
which was ſpent in his Complaints, and the 
— the only Time he could get a ſhort Re- 
oſe. 

7 Being thus reduced, his Diſtemper all this 
while by good Management concealed from his 
Wife and Relations, tome of them grew impor- 
tunate with him to take farther Advice: And I 
who had not ſeen him for ſome Months before, 
was now defir'd to meet Dr. P—=h—e, together 
with his Apothecary, who had conſtantly attend- 
ed him: Where I gave an Account of all Pro- 
ceedings that had faln under my Cognizance, and 
the Apothecary of what had ſince appear'd : Al- 
ter all which taken under Deliberation, conſider- 
ing his heftical State, and wretchedly-ſhatter'd 
Conſtitution, the abſorbent Powders or Teftacea, 
with the A4/e's Milk, our old Aſylum, muſt be 
ſtill the Sanctuary or Refuge; humouring his 
Appetite with any light Food, particularly Shell- 
Fiſh he moſt coveted, having eat no Fleſh for 
long Time; and his Stomach now beginning 
to loath his Milk, we concluded to ſubſtitute a 
China Decoction with the candy'd Eryngo, made 
as palatable as we could contrive it, inſtead there- 
of, with which he took Night and Morning a 
Bole ex Conſerva Roſ.

Having left the foregoing Preſcriptions, we 
order'd the Surgeon to give us Notice of the ſe- 
paration of the Eſchar, when we met again, 
and perceiv'd the Skull rotten, the Compals of 
an half Crown; which being likely to be a Work 
of Time, the Doctor took his Leave, the Sur- 
geon deſiring I might ſtill continue my Atten- 
dance (more properly within- my Province) as 
Occaſion requir'd, once in a Week or ten Days 
Time. The Bone lying now in View, and the 
Fungus kept down, was dreſt with a Pledgit ex- 
preſs'd from the Tinctura Myr. and between 
whiles an actual Cautery paſt through a Cannula, 
to haſten Exfoliation, = dry the Caries; which 
Way of Dreſſing was purſued for ſeveral Weeks, 
I might ſay Months, without any Appearance 
of 1 I was once by when the 
Surgeon paſſing up his Inſtrument ſeveral Inches, 
found a Communication with that ſuperiour pro- 

cs tuberating 
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tuberating Fulneſs formerly remark'd, the Bone 
being dilcoyer'd porous and rugged all the Way, 
as I was myſelf a Witneſs; examining the ſame, 
in ſome Parts letting in the end of the Probe 
down to the Diploe. Yet conſidering the feeble 
State of the Patient, whom we expected dail 
to ſink under a Hectict, I diſſuaded him from di- 
lating, otherwiſe than by dry Doſſils, thruſt up 
to enlarge the Sinus: During this an unexpected 
turn of Affairs fell out; bis Pains wearing off, 
his Appetite mended, and his Strength encreaſing, 
he began to walk about; at which lucky Inter- 
val, being impatient at the ſlow Progreſs of the 
Bone ex __ and the Surgean talking of 
making farther Way to the ſame, dreading more 
cutting, burning, or cauſticking, an obſcure Fo- 
reigner, fam'd for a Wonder-working Plaiſter 
to draw away all Pains, was admitted, and oon- 
tinuing a Diſcharge on the back Part of the 
Head, in the Nature of the perpetual Bliſter, car- 
ry'd away the Credit of a Cure he had no Man- 
ner of Right to : The Patient, as before ob- 
ſerv'd, having weather'd the Point, the Venom 
in'great Meaſure ——_— by the Ulcer, and 
his hectical State mended, by the attemperatin 
Method he had proſecuted through the whole 
Courſe of our Attendance. But what was ſome- 
what remarkable, and juſtify'd the Obſervation 
of one of the former Phyſicians, was, that this 
very retten Cranium, not only perceptibly ſo to 
the Inſtrument, but. manifeſt or viſible to the 
naked Eye, and that for a large Compaſs, at 
length cover'd over itſelf, and cloſed up without 
any ſcaling : The arched Cutis no longer ad- 
mitting of the Doſſils, now ſubſiding and adher- 
ing underneath, with a large Fovea or Dent re- 
maining, where the Node had been open'd, _ 
* 
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f1'd up with a Velvet Patch; all Parts in like 
Manner, fo far as the ſaid Bone had been caria- 
ted, ſticking faſt to the Skin above, as uſual, 
where the fame has undergone an Exfoliation. 


This Hiſtory may teach us not to deſpair of 


the Recovery of a venereal Patient, how low 
ſoever almoſt he may be reduced by the Diftem- 


per, or how threatening the Symptoms: And 


that we do not too peremptorily aſſert the abſo- 


lute Neceſſity of exfoliating foul Bones, attend» 
ing their Nodes. For of all Hecticts, as I have 


remark'd in another Part of this Diſcourſe, whe- 


ther complicate with pocky Atropbies, or pining 
of the muſcular Fleſh, through their great Pains, 
or the N and /ymptomatical Conſumption 
of the Lungs, by a Tranſlation of Humour ſu 
ly'd from a morbid Blood, to the ſpongy Sub- 
nce of the ſaid Parts, the venereal Patient has 
the faireſt Chance of an Eſcape, when treated 
with due Care, and ſuitable Judgment. A far- 
ther ſingular Inſtance of which I ſhall here pre- 
ſent you. 
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An obſtinate Cephalæa, with Nodes and 
Gummi; Carioſity of the Bones of the 
Forehead, together with thoſe of the Arm 
and Leg, in a young Gentlewoman newly 
married. 
Beautiful young Lady, as I imagin'd

Upon the whole, I made no Scruple to pro- 
nounce the ſame Yenereal ; yet in private to the 
on Spark her Spouſe, who readily. acknow- 
edg*d he was clapt ſome Months before he mar- 
ried, and was afſur'd by the Perſon that had him 
under Cure, he was well, and might venture 
without any Hazard: He farther confeſt that in 
few Days after conſummating his Nuptials, ſhe 
complain'd of Heat and Sharpneſs in her Urine, 
and had a Running likewiſe, the former going 
for the Gravel, the latter for the white Flux. 
The Caſe being thus put out of all Diſpute,

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Practical Diſſertation 
attemperating her Blood, and curing her Hectic, 
her Diſeaſe got Ground, and ſhew'd itſelf more 
manifeſtly in the accumulated Symptoms of two 
very painful Nodes on each Side of the Front, 
reaching as low as the upper Orbit of the Eye; 
a Gummi on the Arm below the Cubit, with 
a Node alſo on each Tibia; ſo that there was no 
longer palliating a Diſcaſe making ſuch an Ad- 
vance under the ſame.

ſelves vyith the Juices, the Tormina began, molt 
cruelly harraſſing the poor ane Gentlewoman, 
and running off with bloody Stools; which how- 
ever carrying ſome Part of the venereal Venom, 
a {light Truce was gain'd, her Pains remitting, 


and ſhe returned to her Milk Diet, with a Sar/a 
Decoftion,

Thus finding my ſelf diſappointed, and not 
knowing what *. Niebel * could take, at 
leaſt for the preſent, I diſcontinued my Atten- 
dance for ſome Time, in which Interval, when 
ſhe had a little recover'd her Strength, and con- 
tinu'd free from her Gripes and bloody Flux, her 
Pain ſoon after returning with its former Severi- 
ty; her own Father, who was a Country Prac- 
titioner, and uſed at Times, as his Bu would 
permit, to over-look our Proceedings, ſuſpect- 
ing very likely ſome Error might have been com- 
mitted in the Management, attempted himſelf 
to raiſe the Ptyaliſin, but as ineffectually as for-

To begin the Proof of this Aſſer 
Matters of Fact. 
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1. If a Perſon free from a venereal Taint, be 
ſalivated in the common Method, the Saliva he 
evacuates is as fetid, and its Quantity as large, as 
if he were infected: Hypochondriacts have af- 
ey too many — — 1 bo there- 
a vulgar Prejudice to ſuppoſe a copious 
Evacuation of feli Saliva, argues the Virulen- 
cy of the venereal Infection; both the Quantity 
and ill Scent are otherwiſe ſatisfactorily account- 
ed for. The Quantity proceeds from the vehe- 
ment ſtimulating Motion of the weighty mercu- 
rial Particles admitted into the Blood —_— 
the Saliva is rarify'd, its Secretion promo 
ſome of the Veſſels it paſſes through are diſtend- 
ed, burſt and dilacerated, and conſequently others 
are forcibly ſqueez d, and oblig'd to give out 
their Contents. The ill Scent ariſes from the 
Stoppage of other Secretions, and a Retention 
of the Excrements. Part whereof the Blood, 
in its nimble and diſorder'd Circulation, muſt ne- 
ceſlarily take up- and diſcharge where the Out- 
lets are open. This is certainly more Rational 
than to ſuppoſe the Infection, whoſe Scent re- 
mains utterly unknown, to be the Cauſe there- 


of. 


Remark. As to the Saliva evacuated, either in 
the ſound or the diſeaſed State, we have taken No- 
ice in our Preface to the Practical Diſſertation 
aforegoing But ſurely it may be made a Queſtion, 
whether the Duickſibver, as merely ſuch, acts other- 
wiſe than by its Pondus, as I have there alſo ob- 


ferv'd: The Stimulus being owing to the Spicula of 
the Salts, with which its Globules are ſurrounded 


in their paſſing the Fuices of the Blood, much af- 
ter the Manner as when blended therewith, in the 
artificial Preparations of that Mineral : Whence 
they put on a Cauſtick Duality, very _— in 

| | Heir 
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their Effects upon the Parts of the Mouth; and by 
whoſe Stimuli, the glandulous Liquor or Lymph is 
there ſecreted. The ill Scent of ' which is by no 
means owing to the Retention of Excrements of any 
kind, fince very frequently through the whole Courſe 


of Salivation, we have more Stools than at another 


Time, great Quantity alſo of Urine, and a free 
Perſoivation. e A Gentleman's Phi- 
loſophy, we ſhould conceive our Patients at theſe 
times under the State of a Miſerere ; but although 
their Mouths, it muſt be own'd, ſtint worſe than 
a Fire, yet, ſaving bis Preſence, tis quite 
different; 2 775 ſolely from the Putrefaction of the 
Parts of the Mouth, a Conſequence of the Cauſtick 
Salts before obſerved, preying upon the ſame, and 
induting that peculiar Rottenneſs therein, the Source 
and Original of that fetid Smell, which be might 
have obſerved to enſue upon Mortifications on the 
fame Parts; where till the putrid Sloughs are di- 
geſted off, and the Ulters mundify'd, the Gleet, as 
the Surgeons call it, here running off, is imbued 
with the like offenfive Stench, and the Mouths of 
thoſe affefted in this Manner, emitting ſuch like pu- 
trid Exhalations. . T 


2. Common Experience aſſures us, that the 


Diſtemper, though palliated for a Scaſon, often 
remains uncur'd, and breaks out more ſeverely 
after a Salivation has been accidentally raiſed, by 
mercurial ee internally taken; whic 

gives us a Sufpicion at leaſt that ſuch an Evacu- 
ation is not the proper Cure in this Caſe: Nay, 
ſo far are the ſkilful Artiſts from promoting this 
Diſcharge, when it thus happens, that they en- 
deavour'by all Means to put a ſpeedy ſtop there- 
to; a conſiderable Argument ſurely, that they 


2 Salivation either uſeleſs here or detrimen- 


3 Remark: 
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Remark. f theſe are the undoubted and in- 
vincible Obſervations, by which he would eſtabliſh 
his new Method, I am afraid they will weigh lit- 
tie; and for the ſame Reaſon we muſt diſclaim the 
Bark, becauſe ſome Intermittents ftand out againſt 
it : But common Experience as well in the 775 as 
the laſt, proclaims the contrary to that which he af- 
ſerts. What he ſays of the Diſtemper growing wor ſe 
aſter accidental Salivation, 1 think cannot be impu- 
ted thereto, but to the Nature of the Diſeaſe, 
which poſſibly, though not yielding to this ſlight ac- 
cidental Spitting, might have been ſubdu'd, the 
ſame been carry'd on, or not been checkt after its 
Appearance. However, we don't pretend that Sa- 
livation is at all times infallible, nor 1 think, does 
be, the Way of Friction, as may be gueſt by the 
following Experiments. If the greater Numbers, 
and the moſs deplorable Objects are bolpen thereby, 
it is deſervedly to be continued Who theſe Artiſts 
are 1 can't imagine, unleſs himſelf and ſome few 
of his Countrymen, together with the honeſt, inge- 
nious, diſcerning, &c. taken Notice of in the Edi- 
tors Advertiſement. | | 

3. After the Uſe of a little mercurial Oint- 
ment, or before the Salivation riſes to its intend- 
ed Height, many Symptoms of the Diſtemper, 
as Ulcers, Chancres, Pains of the Limbs, &c. 
uſually vaniſh : But if the Effects of Mercury 
be ſo great without ſalivating, why may not a 
proper Continuance of it in this Manner com- 
pleat a Cure? f 

Remark. Here doubtleſs is a Solæciſin, and the 
Author, I fear, is running himſelf into @ Snare. 
Firſt be ſays, the Symptoms vaniſh before the Sali- 
vation is at the Height, and then talks of the Ef- 
fects of the Remedy without ſalivating at all; but 
1 think the Interrogatory may be fairly retorted, bis 


Query 
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ery Banding thus in bis firſt Words : If the Ef- 
fetts of Mercury are ſo great, even before the Sa- 
livation is at its intended Height, what might we 


not expect by proſecuting the ſaid Method, when not 


only theſe Symptoms enumerated,” but all others, the 
Attendants upon that Diſeaſe, notwithſtanding all 
our Author's invincible Arguments to prove the ſame 
uſeleſs and detrimental, are generally vanquiſht ? 

4. On the other Hand, the ſame Symptoms 
will ſometimes remain after a profuſe Salivation 
has been obtain'd; in which Caſe it is certain, 
that the venereal Taint is not all carry'd off with 
the Saliva. 


' Remark. The Amount of all this is only that 


there are ſome Inſtances, which no body that [ know 
of ever diſputed; wherein, neither this, nor any 
other Method, will avail, not even his own dear 
darling Frictions without Salivation; and we rea- 
dily join Iſſue, that ſuch as are not cur d, have nut 
receiv'd their Cure, whether they ſpit or not. 

7. When a Salivation proves ineffectual (bere 
we have a tacit Conſent that at ſometimes it is ef- 
feftual, though juſt before it was always detrimen- 
tal and uſeleſs in this Diſtemper) the moſt judici- 
ous Practice orders the Patient, after the Reco- 
very of his Strength, to apply the mercurial Un- 
guent in ſmall Quantities, at proper Intervals, ſo 
as to prevent a ſecond Flux at the Mouth; and 
this with very good Succeſs. The moſt experi- 
enc'd Phyſicians are therefore ſenſible, that Sa- 
livation not only- ſometimes fails to eradicate the 
Lues, but alſo that this grand Evacuation ought 
to be guarded againſt, in future Attempts to cure 
doo * 

RNemark. Here likewiſe, as before, wwe have 
hot and cold in the ſame Blaſt; Salivation cures, 


but it does not cure; or when Mercury does not 


I cure 
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cure by ſpitting, we muſt try what it will do mit- 
out. We have already own'd that at ſome times the 
Diſeaſe is too powerful for Salivation ; but let the 
Doctor give us but one Inſtance of a profound Infec- 
tion (of which none ſuch. appears among his forty 
Experiments) as Gummi, Nodes, Exoſtoſes, or Ca- 
riofity, inſtead of Scabies, Chancres, or Serpigines, 
with uncertain Pains, whether Scorbutick or Rheu- 
matick, as likely as Venereal, removed without a 
Salivation; I will engage to produce half a Score 
of that kind, for each fingle Example, reſtor d to 
perfect Health thereby. Some of them, where his 
Frictions, as he has inſinuated on the other Side, 
bad been divers Times undergone, the Patient grow- 
ing ſtill more diſeaſed than before; and in Fuſtice 
ſurely, be ſhould have told us who his experienc'd 
Phyſicians were, as well as given us better Proofs 
than we can find here, to juſtify that Practice. 

6. Salivation, becauſe of the great Danger 
that attends it, is never praCtis'd upon very an- 
cient or worn out Perſons, /nfants, pregnant Wo- 
men, heftick, highly ſcrofulous, or ſcorbutick Pati- 
ents; but the Cure“ of theſe, when infected 
with the Lues, is happily committed to the pru- 
dent Uſe of mercurial Frictions, ſo as to prevent 
the leaſt ſalival Flux. But if the Lues be thus 
curable in tender and ſhatter'd Conſtitutions, 
why not alſo in ſtrong and robuſt Bodies? 

Remark. We have here an Account of the Sub- 


jecks not fit to undergo the Remedy; yet ſuch as 


theſe we ſee his own Experiments are made upon. 


f it be anſwer'd, without a Deſign of ſalivating, 


it may be reply'd, that no Man uſing the Friftion 
in this Manner, can abſolutely warrant the ſame 


ſhall not enſue; as you will ſee happen d in bis firſt 


Experiment, as alſo in ſeveral of the reſt. Nor 


' ſurely, I think, would any experienced Artiſt but 


une 


n 
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himſelf, have rub'd a Dyickfiluer Ointment into 
the Body of a Man i of Age, whe- 
ther with Intention of Spitting or not. As for the 
Succeſs with the ſtronger, where it will anſwer in 
the weaker, I think this is out of the Dueſtion;, - 
unleſs he believes any Man can be ſo filly, as to 
ſuppoſe what is ſafe and harmleſs to an Infant, 
ſhould be burtful to the Adult. 
7. Perſons of the largeſt Experience in venere- 
al Caſes, from duly reflecting upon their own 
Practice, have ingenuouſly acknowledg'd, that 
Salivation contributes nothing to the Cure of 
the Lues; and wiſhed to perform it by a leſs ha- 
zardous, painful, and , declari 
themſelves willing to abandon the old Method, 
and make uſe of this, would the groundleſs Pre- 
judice of their Patients allow them. 
Remark. This is the moſt jejune Argument of 
all; there being none certainly ſo prejudiced againſt 
an eaſy Cure, could the ſame be aſcertain d from 
Reaſon and Experience, eſpecially ſo large : Nor 
bave I heard yet of any one in his Senſes, who. de- 
fir'd bis Surgeon to cut off his Arm or Leg, when 
he was well inform'd, that with much Eaſe and 
Safety, the ſame might be preſerv'd by à long expe- 
rienc'd Remedy. It is much he would not inform 
us, of theſe Perſons of large Experience, who haue 
thus expos d themſelves, to continue à dangerous and 
painful Method, merely in compliance with the Pre- 
]judice of their Patients, and contrary 10 ene Fo 
better Judgment, or Knowledge of aneafier and ſa 
Way. I am perſuaded the City of London — 
furniſh Gentlemen of as large Experience in theſe 
Caſes, ts any in France, not excepting Monfieur 
Chicoyneau him/elf,, or thoſe of the ſame Faculty 
in Montpellier: And notwithſtanding bis Editor's 5 
Suggeſtion, I know not one of the whale * 25 
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but would readily come into any eafier Method than 
that practiſed at preſent, which they ſhould find 
upon Experience would anſwer their Expectation. 

8. Upon a careful Examination of the whole 
Matter, I was firmly perſuaded, that the uſual 
Method of Salivating for the Lues, was not on- 
ly.infignificant, but prejudicial to the Cure. I. 
therefore reſoly'd.to purſue a more gentle Means, 
and laſt Year made uſe of mercurial Friftions, at 
convenient Intervals, to forty Patients, who not- 
withſtanding the vulgar Prejudice, were many 
” them fearful leſt a Salivation ſhould riſe upon 
them. | | | 

Remark. It is, doubtleſs, the Duty of every 
boneft Artiſt, to ſtudy the Eaſe and Security of bis 
Patient; and therefore Iam far from blaming our 
Author's Induſtry But when he makes ſo bold a 
Step, as to tell us the Method of Salivating is in- 
fignificant, nay prejudicial, contrary ta the Expe- 
rience of ſo many Hundreds, yearly cur'd thereby, 
ſome of which had fruitleſiy alſo undergone his Fric- 
tions; This, I ſay, is arraigning not only the Opini- 
ons, but the Senſes of Mankind, and argues ſurely 
a want of that 'due Examination he pretends to, 
before the ſame was deliver d. In his preceding Pa- 
ragraph, it was the Patient's Prejudice oppos d his 
Cure, without Spitting : But here of a ſudden they 
become fearful of what they defire. So unhappy is 
our Author, for want ſurely of Examination, or 


ſomewhat like it; But if they did really fear that 


they ſhould ſpit, their Fears, at leaſt, of many of 
them, were not 2 3 ſince notwithſtanding 


the Doctor's different Intention, it ſo fell out, as 


we obſerv'd but now, and as you will find in ſeve- 
ral f his invincible Experiments we ſhall come to 
preſently. |

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It uſually happens indeed, that thoſe who 
have no Notion how Mercury acts upon the Bo- 
dy, obſerving venereal Patients to grow well af- 
ter Salivation, preſently attribute the Cure to 
this ſenſible Evacuation, whereof their Eyes are 
Witneſſes. But as philoſo __ Reaſoning 
would be thrown "yy upon theſe People, I re- 
fer them to viſible (b is Ear Witneſſes) Mat- 
ters of Fact for Conviet ction. 

Remark. F tbe Doctor had not given us a 
little of his Philoſophy before, about the Stimulus 
and ftink of the Mouth, this might have paſt well 
—_—_ z but doubtleſs vill we have ſome farther in- 
telligible Explication of this A Fair than be has laid. 
down, the People will be apt to flick to their Eye 
Wrineſſes; and if they ſee a poor miſerable Object, 
who bad been yreaſed ſeveral times to no purpoſe 
without ſpitting, recover d afterwards under a Sa- 
livation, they will, I ſay, be apt to thin (maugre 
all the Doctor's flouriſh to the contrary) that fuck 
Salivation was the Means of bis Cure. 

I muſt here farther obſerve, that Salivation is 
judged neceſſary by the Vulgar, to throw off the 
Quantity of Mercury receiv'd ſrom the Unition : 
But our Eyes will tell us, this is alſo evacuated 
by Stool, by Urine, and common Perſpiration 
not here to mention, that the Cure is univerſally 
found to be beſt perform'd, when the Mercury 
is longeſt detained in the Body. 

Remark. As to this Matter, the Yulgar, I 
believe, think nothing of it; I mean the Remedy; 
nor dwell upon the Manner of its Operation, it ſuf- 
ficing them to receive their Cure: But in regard to 
the , it certainly beboves bim to take Care his 
Patient is freed, as well from 0 Remedy, 
having done its Office, as the Diſeaſe thereby to be 


eucnunter d; leſs a Palſy take Place of a Pox, 
Aa which 
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which is too frequently the Caſe, or a Tremor that 
of an intenſe Pain. Whether this friendly Enemy 
paſs off by Stool, Urine, Spitting, perceptible or 
imperceptible Tranſpiration, it may be indifferent 
for ought I know yet ſurely no one can keep him 
very long an Inmate, whatever good Opinion this 
Gentleman has entertain'd of bis being barmleſs, 
without ſuffering thereby in the moſt ſenſible Part 


Zoo of bis Tenement : Although from our Author 


we may ſurmiſe, that the Mechanicks occupy'd there- 
in, contrary to what I have laid down in my Pre- 
face, muſt have the haleſt and robuſteſt Habits, 
and above all others, Longevity and a firong Syſtem 
of | Nerves, muſt be entail'd upon the Miners, who 
are ſo happy as to converſe daily with this harm- 
leſs Gueſt, and that too in puris Naturalibus. 
Nor muſt I omit, that it ſeems more difficult 
to convince ſome Phyſicians than ſome Patients, 
that the Cure is not perform'd by evacuating the 
Infection along with the Saliva: However, the 
Queſtion here is not, Whether the Virus be diſ- 
charged with the Saliva, but whether a Saliva- 
tion be neceſſary or ſuperfluous, aſſiſting or de- 
trimental to the Cure? With me it is certain, 
where either a Salivation, or any other confide- 
rable Evacuation happens, the Mercury eſcapes 
before it has totally inſinuated itſelf, and ftruck 
off the lurking Infection from the finer Veſſels, 
or inmoſt Receſſes of the Body; and hence I 
make noQueſtion the Cure is often left unfiniſht 


by Salvation. 


- Remark. Ir is plain from the foregoing, that 
the Capacity of all Phyſicians, who think different- 
ly from bimelf, is call d in Queſtion; and that they 
are, at leaſt as to this Subject, as ignorant as their 
Patients, in believing the Venom thrown of with 


' the Saliva, without a Syllable of proving the In- 


conſiſtency 
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confiftency thereof. But waving that perhaps too 
knotty a Taſk, the Queſtion, as he ſays, is not 
whether the Virus, &c. which Queſtion we have 
already reſolved. As for the Time this Remedy re- 
quires to enter the inmoſt Receſſes of the Body, who- 
ever has ſeen the Method of injefting thereof, 
will eafily be convinc d, that the ſmalleſt Tube in 
the animal Structure, is inſtantly pervaded thereby, 
though perhaps not ſo ſuddenly as by the Syphon; 
yet conſidering the Velocity of the Motion of the 
Blood, now encreaſed, and the extream fineneſs of 


its Molecule, together with the Form thereof, which . 


is ſpherical or globular, and ſo fitted to paſs the 
Veſſels of whatever Diameter, muſs eaſily recon- 
tile how few Circulations will carry it into thoſe 
Receſſes: That in few Days they muſt blend 
themſelves with the Fluids therem contain'd, as well 
as if whirling about for a whole Month : And that 
when once the Venom is fo alter'd thereby, as to 
be fit for e off, by any proper excretory 
Ductus, together with itſelf, whether the ſame 
be dons by Stool, as frequently falls out, by Sweat, 
or Urine, as 1 Tappoſe more rarely, by Spitting 
call d Salivation, as moſt natural and common, the 
ſooner it is eliminated, certainly the better; and the 
leſs flay after this Apparatus, or fitting it for 
ach Expulſion, the leſs Danger to ſuch Parts of 
the Fabrick, to which it is found ſo manifeſtly in- 
furious. 1 

And if the Mercury acts upon the venereal F7- 
rus, by Virtue of its mechanick Properties, it 
maſt doubtleſs cauſe fome Alteration in the Flu- 


ids of the Body, which Effect will be hindred * 


by,any large Eyacuation, that, like Phlebotomy, 
or a ſtrong Cathartick, only empties the Veſſels. 
Remark. That Mercury acts by its mechanic 
Properties, no one, 1 ſuppoſe, doubts; and that it 
8 Aa 2 cauſes 
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cauſes ſome Alteration in the Fluids of the Body, 


is as indiſputable: But what theſe mechanic Pro- 


perties are, and in what the Alteration conſiſts, he 
very diſcreetly overlooks, for fear poſſibly he might 
throw away bis philoſophical 1 upon us : 
But doubtleſs he muſt be out in phancying the y bin- 
der d,after the Alteration induced by the Evacuation ; 
which, tis more than probable, conſiſt the ſalutary 
Effetts thereof. Is not the Practice alike in almoſt 
all our Alexipbarmicks, vi. _ ſubdued the 
Malignity, and fitted it for that end, to aſſiſt the 
Expulſion by the moſt ſuitable Outlets, if 1 may 
borrow one of the Doctor's own Phraſes ? Is not 
this the Voice of Nature? Do we not give Vomits 
in ſome, and after previous Preparation of the mor- 
bific Matter, Diaphoreticks in others, Diureticks 
again in others, with Catharticks after all, to car- 
ry off the Tlluvies yet remaining, by the common 
Shoar of the Inteſtines? And all founded upon the 
Obſervation, that Nature ſeveral Ways oppreſt, 
endeavours diverſely to acquit berſelf thereof; and 
under which Oppreſſion ſhe muſt ſtill groan, if ſuch 
Paſſages happen to be but up, or Entrance den) d 


for throwing off the ſame. It was, I make no 


doubt, by chance, as in many others, we hit upon 
this Diſcovery, as it has been already nated by an 
Antiquary ; that from rubbing the Sores of theſe, 
and others the grieved Parts, with ſome Quictſilver 
Ointments, without the leaſt View or Apprebenſion 
of a Ptyaliſm, but in order to deſtroy the Diſeaſe 
in the Skin, and obſerving the ſore Mouths attend- 
ing, after which the Malady, by a ſort of Enchant- 


: ment, diſappearing ; not only Ulcers drying up, but 
the Pains ceaſing, they after defignedly try'd the 


like Experiments, by which to overcome the like, 
in a Way perhaps more cautiouſly, and by Degrees, 
methodically alſo, till it came to be practisd in the

It is reaſonable to believe 
that the Seed, as I may ſay thereof, is widely 
different, in divers Habits, being in ſome fo fer 
ter'd in the Sinus of the Blood, that no prece- 
ding Cauſe whatever can bring the ſame into Act; 
there being many Perſons Who by this Singulari- 
ty of Temperament, are Proof againſt the Con- 
tagion, and never will be ſeized: Of this kind 


haps are thoſe on whom the Engrafiment makes

remove theſe poor Wretches, into more airy

In order whereto, 
whilſt IJ was ftrengtlicoing his Bowels * 
his Looſneſs, in the beſt Manner I could, I be- 
gan with fuming his Throat every Day, half a 

ozen times; which, without any Appearance 
of ſpitting, gave a Check ro the ſpreading of 
the Ulceration upon thoſe Parts, and in few Days 
diſpoſed them for healing. During this, I ap- 
ply d a Cauſtick upon each of the Nodes, and 
found the ſeveral Bones eaten into with Caries :

An elderly Gentleman, long time ſeverely af- 
flicted with venereal Ulcers indiverſe Parts of his 
Body, together with the doox&we, or nocturnal 
Dolours, from the Shoulders and Shins, had been 
through exceſſive Weakneſs, confin'd to his 
Bed for ſome Months paſt, great Part of which 
Time he ſuffer'd under a Dy/enterick Flux; which 
with the Tarmina of the Bowels, had fo exhauſt- 
ed him, as to leave but little more than the bony 
Compages, cloathed with the common Tegu- 


ments; the Muſcles being ſhrivePd up from 


their Juices, thus drain'd off, his Throat was 
full of ſordid Ulcers, by which he was render'd 
leſs able to get down his Nouriſhment. 

In this Condition I found him, and, as may 
be imagin'd, could ſee little Expectation of Suc- 
ceſs, 'to attend any Method taken for his Re- 
lief. Enquiring what had been done, they told 
me, that a Gentleman, much fam'd for a ſingu- 


lar Way of Practice, as well in the firſt as /econd 


Infection, had arder'd his being greaſed ſeveral 
times, and fo ſoon as ever his Chaps began to 
grow ſore, defifted, chooſing” rather to purge

off, than to ſuffer a Ptyaliſmus. In this Man- 
ner they went on for ſome Months, the Ulcers 
{till ſpreading, and the Looſneſs (in order to 
keep under a Salivation, rather encreaſed than 
ſuppreſt, by repeated Purgatives) had fo enfee- 


bled the Tone of his Bowels, and ſcoured off 


their Lining; that inſtead of being excrementi- 
tious, there appeared only mucous Deſections, and 
ſometimes large Quantities of pure Blood : I was 


deſired to ſerve him ſo far as I was able, and in 


order to palliate, began by fuming his Throat, 
as his weak Condition would allow; which in 
few Days made his Mouth tender, ſo cafily 
would the Remedy, formerly apply'd, have taken 
Place, had it not been thus unaccountably kept un- 
der, and ſtill turn'd downwards by the repeated 
purging, after the Frictions. 

Bur although we got ground upon theſe Ul- 
cers on the Fauces, yet was it not poſſible ta re- 
move the other Symptoms hereby, nor conſider- 
ing his exceeding Weakneſs, durſt we go on far- 
ther at preſent: So that being render'd eaſier in 
his Throat, and better able to ſwallow his Food, 
our Endeavours were to recruit his Strength, to 
take off his Gripes, and check his Flux; for 
which end, I gave him a Dram of the Conf. 
Fracaſt. ſ. m. 5þ. of the Rad. Rhei coram igne 
exiccat. pul. cum gut. j. Ol, Cinnamomi chym. 
Veri, Morning and Afternoon, with a Draught 

of the Decoct. Alb. likewiſe a Julap when faint, 
well loaded withreſtaceous Powders; Sack Clyſters 
with Volks of Eggs, and ſometimes the ſaid De- 
coction with Zheriaca, were thrown up daily; 
an anodyne 174 ry with a Grain of Laudanum at 
the Hour of Reſt. After ſome few Days, this 
Complaint being moderated, he drank Goats 
Milk, with a Morſel of an Electuary ex Con/. 
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Roſar. Pulv. Coral. Spec. Diatrag. fr. as com- 
monly preſcribed for other Hecticks: And having 

proſecuted this Courſe for ſome Weeks, wit 

Advantage, as to what was thence expected, I 
order'd a ſmaller Quantity than is common, of 
the mercurial Ointment, to be rub'd upon his 
Arms and Legs G N each other Day; 
proceeding in this eaſy and gentle Manner, to ob- 
viate, if poſſible, the. Diarrbæa: Yet neverthe- 
leſs the ſame ſtill return d upon us, ſo ſoon as the 
Mercury mixed with the Blood, and we were 
forced to lie by; being farther put to't, to re- 
trieve him at ſome times, under the recurring 
Syncope's or Faintings. Aſter ſeveral Eſſays made 
in this Manner, ſupporting him with Cordial 
Medicines, and gobd Broths between, we at 
length got up a Salivation; the Looſneſs ceaſing, 
and keeping up his Spitting between three Weeks 
and a Month, his Pains wore off, and his Ulcers 
healed. Upon the cloſe whereof, we return; d 
him to his Goats Milk twice a Day, and at other 
times a China Decoction with Milk; alſo the 
Decott. Hord. cum Rad. Eryng. drank after the 
ſame Manner, which he kept to orderly /for- 
many Weeks after, when he .appear'd again” 
Abroad, who had been ſeveral times reported to 
be dead, and in much better plight alſo than he had 
been for twenty Years paſt, the greater Part of 
which he had ſpent under Courſes of Phyſick, 
both at Home and Abroad, but *till now, diſap- 
ointed of his Cure; partly, perhaps, through 
his own Indiſcretion formerly, as living too free» 
ly, and partly by that of the late Enterprize 
thereof; without ſullying the Character, I may 
apply to him the cloſe of an old Song. 
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He was (and a brave one too) an old Soldier of the 
ö and the King's old Soldier. 


I could give another Inſtance of a Gentle- 
woman, ſtrong and vigorous before, who on the 
Account of ſome venereal Symptoms, chiefly 
Pains in her Limbs, very lately underwent the 
Friftions, which without ſenfible Evacuatioff of 
any kind, have left her with ſuch entire Reſo- 
lution of the Nerves, and Loſs of the locomotive, 
Faculty, that ſhe is no more in Condition to help 
her ſelf, than in her Infant State: But for the 
ter Satisfaction of our Editor, with thoſe of
